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Just a few short diatribes this issue. If you 
even bother to read this damned column you may 
remember last issue I railed against the evils of no-heart 
punk bands going on tour and ending up in shambles and 
eventually disbanding due to "personal differences". I 
called these bands every name in the book and 
questioned their dedication. With my over-confidence 
and haughty ego at top peak performance I edited said 
column, handed it to our editor and headed off on tour 
with my current band for a two week trek through the 
hinterlands of the great northwest and the arid plains of 
middle America. And yes friends, you guessed it, I arrived 
home with my band in shreds, my brain beaten to pulp 
and my back muscles so severely strained that it took six 
days of immobile bed rest to recover. So disregard that 
section of last issues column, let your band break up and 
the trust you had in the punk community turn to shit, I 
don't care. 

One thing I missed last issue in my somewhat 
"blah" column about the difference between the 80's 
punk scene and now was an issue I brought up in one my 
first columns for this rag: the increasing high society 
snobbery of the current scene. This is what happens 
when there's more "students" than punks in the scene. 

No one used to give a fuck about total crap accessories 
like "nice artwork" and "excellent production qualities" 
of punk records. That bullshit was for obese arena rock 
stars and high brow jazz losers to fret over. Now you can't 
read a punk zine without some dick-wipe crying about a 
band using photoshop or, dare I say, a line drawing 
(gasp) for their record cover. Fuck these snobs. Its bad 
enough that punk zines are barely recognizable from 
pieces of shit like Rolling Stone and Spin these days, 
mainly due to drooling hype and the ever increasing 
smug self-promoting found in their contents. This goes 
hand-in-hand with my morbid campaign to have all punk 
zine record reviewers publicly executed for their crimes 
against the scene, scene unity and hyping their friends 
bullshit bands while neglecting the small town bands 
whose only crimes seem to be that they may (gasp) 


sound like NOFX and that their artwork is a 
bit "too slick" or "to shitty". Thank you for 
your piss poor art school critique ass-eater, 
now turn to dust and disappear, no one's 
gonna remember except as an asshole, 
clueless record reviewer who ditched punk 
for art college. 

One thing about being on tour is 
you get the first hand look into what the 
country's punks are up to and as far as I can 
tell from my 9 state jaunt is that the kids 
love fucking grindcore. Of course you 
wouldn't know it by reading the "punk 
press", who are ass deep is bung-eating 80's 
reissues, horribly inadequate American 
crust, unlistenable bootlegs and whatever 
watered-down version of early hardcore is 
hip now. The facts are that the kids actually 
forming the bands in the sticks of America 
are all about blast beats, power violence, 
and monster growls. We got through 90% of 
the tour before even encountering an "old 
school" punk band (cheers Arizona thrash 
youth and East LA HC). From the Nebraska 
fuck-ups of WASTEOID to the jaw-dropping 
speed of NOISEAR we were treated night 
after night with flashbacks to 1996. Quite a 
surprise to be honest! I guess MRR's 
campaign to rid the scene of grind failed 
miserably and small town youth don't care 
about the melodic sensibilities of NO HOPE 
FOR THE KIDS. They want violence, ugly 
music fueled by smalltown depravity and 
when they can't find it they make the noize 
themselves. Truer "punks" never existed as 
far as I'm concerned. 

For you non-SXEdgers, never 
fear. There is still some good old fashion 
drug intake in the scene as well. Great drug 
towns were Albq., NM, Denver, CO, and way 
up in Montana where we met some of the 
more refreshing punks who made us feel 
right at home and not once did we pay for 
anything besides beer. I'll take this chance 
to thank a bunch of people who helped on 
the ill-fated FUNERAL SHOCK/KALMEX 
AND THE RIFFMERCHANTS tour: Eli/Fall 
Of The Bastards and Portland punks, Jon 
Kortland, Rene Skarp and the Seattle 
punks, Tom from Ass-End Offend, Drew and 
all the Montana party punks, 

Magrudergrind for being cool part-time tour 
mates, Mark Masters for trying in Wyoming, 
Wasteoid crew, Scarrie Carrie and all the 
Nebraska thrashers and metalheads, 
Lawrence Kansas barflies, Haraldo, Noel 
and the Denver wasters, Jaime, Jason, 
Joe/Noisear and the New Mexico grinders, 
all the super cool youth thrashers in 
Arizona, Ryan/Northside Kings for the 
insane hospitality, Maury/Rito of SMD for 
everything and dealing with the final night 
of chaos, Big Mike and all the cool east LA 
punks. 

SFL and Six Weeks is still 
distributed by Mordam 
Records/Lumberjack coalition. As some 


may have heard Lumberjack bought Mordam from 
Ruth Schwarz and is continuing on as a dual 
company. Many people I know have derided Ruth 
in the past, though it must be said that many of 
these criticisms seem to come from other 
distributors which seems like more than just a tad 
of sour grapes by these white boys, it's almost sad 
to hear them trying to shred the integrity of a 
successful punk woman, looking to improve their 
standing by tearing down the 20+ years of work 
dedicated to punk by Ruth, Mordam and its 
employees. The complaints against Mordam are 
incredibly minimal on our end. We were just about 
ready to quit doing our label before Mordam asked 
us to join them. The so-called "DIY network" of 
distributors at the time (1998-99) WAS A 
FUCKING MESS. There wasn't one distributor that 
didn't owe us money, some had actually gone 
under owing us money or had ripped off many of 
our friends labels outright. Sorry, you fuck with 
our friends, you lose our support. Our spirit was 
killed and our respect for the punk scene was tom 
to shreds in a mess of unpaid debts, rip off traders, 
etc... many of whom chided our alliance with 
Mordam as "un-DIY" or some fucking bullshit (and 
to some extent still do). We can live with this 
criticism; at least we are no longer getting ripped 
off by so-called "DIY" thieves. We know where our 
hearts are. The critics can gargle horse jizz. 

I'd like to thank Ruth for treating our 
small label with respect and giving us shitloads of 
helpful advice (and ass-kickings) when we needed 
it most and most of all for standing steadfast and 
dedicating a huge portion of her life to making 
sure fucked up punk noise didn't get ripped off. 

As I have said many times before: I highly doubt 
Mordam will be our last distributor. The music 
business is something we stay the fuck away from 
but experience has shown us nothing is 
predictable. Distributors come and go. As for now 
we are staying and seeing what happens. One 
thing is for sure, Six Weeks and Short Fast & Loud 
will be here for the freaks as long as we're 
breathing, no matter who is or isn't distributing 
us, you can count on that. 

With this change comes more change 
for us personally. Some may know, but Athena and 
I are getting married in August. We've been 
together for almost 13 years and the time seems 
right. Our families aren't getting any younger 
(both our grandmothers are pushing 100 years old 
and Athena's dad is 80) and besides most people 
already think we're married anyway! Chris Dodge 
will be performing the services (thank you 
Internet!) to a throng of family and friends. We are 
currently registered at rarepunk.com so send a 
gift!! OK, I'm kidding about that, but it doesn't 
hurt to try!! Later, Jeff Whiplash

recently stumbled upon an old website, one that I had 
made for myself around tenth grade. Looking through 
the pictures, and the things I had written there, it feels 
like fucking light years have passed between then and 
now. And it's not just the childhood and adolescent 
conception that three years constitutes an eternity. I 
feel it every day. Sometimes I think time is passing 
faster and faster, giving me and everyone I know less 
room to stop and breathe, to sit down and listen to 
records, cook a good meal, call someone from another 
state or country that you haven't talked to in ages. So I 
end up doing ridiculous things like staying up until 6 AM 
just to give myself the time to listen to music and sit 
around and think, which is exactly what I did tonight. In 
retrospect, it was probably a bad idea, seeing as I have 
class at 9 AM, but sometimes you have to choose 
between sleep and your sanity. Usually I end up with 
neither. 

It's winter now and a lot of the time I don't 
feel like leaving my apartment. It's cold and uninviting 
outside. When it snows, the snow piles up on the street 
corners, turns gray, then melts. Snow is something I'm 
still getting used to. Which is, I guess, what I'm really 
trying to talk about-I fucking moved to New York City 
this fall to go to fancy pants art school. I've been here 
for almost six months now, and I think it's finally 
starting to sink in that this is home for at least the next 
four years. I too have sunk in, adopting a routine 
dominated by schoolwork-yeah, I go to art school, but 
just because I don't have to take math classes doesn't 
mean I don't have to work. I live in an old railroad 
tenement apartment on the lower east side with my 
sister (ten years my senior) and her boyfriend, about 
eight blocks from my school. I can buy groceries, books, 
beer, movies, art supplies, and pizza all within a four- 
block radius of my place, and my living room window 
looks out onto a graveyard. It's pretty awesome. 

Moving out of your parents' house to go to 
college in a city on the other side of the country is sort 
of a weird feeling. I imagine that it wasn't as much of a 
shock to me as it was to lots of kids I knew from my 
school, as I was given quite a bit of freedom and 
responsibility while I was still in high school-thankfully, 
my parents acknowledged that I was smart enough and 
responsible enough to make my own decisions. But at 
the same time, being a punk, I knew tons of kids that 
had left home at sixteen (or younger) and never looked 
back. I mean, yeah, I was putting on shows in my garage 
and working at Gilman, but I sure wasn't spanging on 
Telegraph and sleeping in squats. I'd never even had a 
paying job. I felt mature, but at the same time still 
young and naive. My friends, most of them at least a few 
years older than me, were all living on their own, going 


to school or working; I was the only one still living 
with the folks. It was time for a change. I wanted 
to grow up. 

Unless you still live with your parents, 
you know how fucking exciting living on your own 
for the first time is. Hell, I'd get stoked about 
buying groceries. I was so fucking proud of myself 
Here I was, in New York City, going to school and 
living alone, standing on my own two feet and 
loving it. This feeling lasted for about a month, 
until New York started to get to me. And it was 
good, but it was also bad. 

I'd never felt this justified about being 
pissed off. Living here, it seems like everything 
had the capacity, and the sole mission, of pushing 
my fucking buttons. Assholes from my school. 
People on the street. Neighbors. Friends. Traffic 
lights. They all had it in for me, and they were 
gonna fucking get what was coming to them. I 
started listening to Poison Idea and Negative 
Approach all the time, walking around town with 
my headphones blasting and my hands stuffed in 
my pockets. I'd yell profanities at cars that cut me 
off when I was crossing the street, I'd go to stupid 
art school parties and try and pick fights with the 
pretentious hipsters that made fun of me for 
being a punk. I almost came to blows with some 
suburban douchebag in a cafe at 5 AM on 
Halloween because he spilled his drink on me and 
I took a bite of his sandwich. Everything was 
confrontational, and I was more than ready to 
confront. I'd never really embraced this part of 
myself before, at least not to this extent-I'd 
always been pissed off (hell, I'm a punk for a 
reason, right?), but I'd never taken advantage of 
my anger as much as I did once I moved here. 
Something about this city made me feel like it was 
okay to be pissed off all the time. I fucking loved 
it. 

But being pissed off 24/7 can really 
wear you down. After a few months I started to 
get tired. I was still just as angry, but being that 
angry all the time took a lot out of me. It got to 
the point where I wasn't even having fun being 
pissed off anymore, it was just dragging me down. 

I knew that I had to stop letting this city get the 
best of me, or else I wasn't going to survive the 
next four years, let alone the next four months. 
And eventually, it all evened out. I'm still pissed 
now, but not so pissed that I can't calm down 
once in a while. I learned to deal with New York, 
how it's different than San Francisco (where I 
grew up), how it can turn you into a different 
person. To be honest with you, I really fucking 
love this city now. Before I moved, I was skeptical, 
dreading the East Coast atmosphere, the dearth 
of punx (in comparison to the teeming Bay Area), 
the sheer daunting fact of moving thousands of 
miles away from the place that I had always 
considered home. But I realized something while 
I was back in the Bay over winter vacation: I kept 
referring to New York as "home", without even 
thinking about it. I guess that's when I knew that 
coming here wasn't a mistake. 

A lot of big things happen when you're 


eighteen. I still don't really 
know where the hell I'm going, 
as far as being in art school 
goes, and I do get nostalgic 
sometimes for ye olde days, when I didn't 
have to worry about paying my rent on time, 
or having enough money to buy groceries this 
week, or thinking about what the fuck I'm 
going to do with my life. But things change. 
You move from place to place, time passes, 
everything starts to accelerate. Living in New 
York, I feel like the hands on the clock are 
moving twice as fast, leaving me to watch the 
6 AM sunrise turn the brick building outside 
my bedroom window from black to gray as I 
put the finishing touches on this column. I'm 
not getting old yet, but with the way time's 
been getting ahead of me lately, I sure don't 
feel young either.

Colt and Chloe made one that read "QUEER 
FAMILIES FOR CHOICE." To me their sign 
thoughtfully represented the reason why we felt the 
importance to attend the counter demonstration. 
Pro-choice can mean pro-family. Most people I know 
who are pro-choice are pro-family, as well. My 
partner and I have twin sons, yet we greatly value 
the fact that there exists the freedom for women to 
choose whether to have an abortion or not. Why 
limit a woman's right to choose? Why bring 
unwanted children into this 
world? 

Alright, alright back to the story: when we 
arrived downtown we joined in with the march of 
several thousand people heading down to the EMB, 
where the "pro-haters" were. The whole route was 
crawling with cops who were riot gear ready, just 
waiting for something bad to happen. As soon as we 
got within half a block of the offending rally the cops 
diverted us around the corner, which was more like a 
building saddled up to a park. We could see them, 
and them us.

the group and made eye contact with as many 
of them as I could. 

I'm not sure how long the march 
and counter demonstration went on for-maybe 
an hour to an hour and a half. I do know that I 
felt completely spent afterwards. Feeling 
emotionally drained and having no voice left to 
talk, we all headed home.. .1 wanna thank all 
the people that came out in support of choice 
that day. 


QUEER TEENS 3 XMORE LIKELY TO COMMfT 
SUICIDE 

Just when ya thought the Bush 
administration couldn't sink any lower. The 
phenomenon of the queer teen-suicide rate has 
finally hit the White House. Feeling the 
pressure of many democrats to address the 
problem of so many queer teens committing 
suicide, the Bush administration finally agreed 
to put some money into a crisis line and 
support organization.

GWEN ARAUJO 

If you've followed my column then 
ya know that at the end of each one I mention 
something about the brutal slaying of 
transgender teen Gwen Araqjo. If this is the 
first time yr reading my column here is some 
background info: Gwen Araqjo was a 17-year- 
old trans teen that was brutally murdered by a 
group of transphobic men she'd been friends 
with. Several of them she'd even had sexual 
relations with. These men Michael Magidson, 
Jose Merel, Jason Cazeres, and Jaron Nabors 
collectively killed her at a party in a sleepy 
burb of S.F. known as Newark. They then took 
her body to the Sierra foothills, some 150 miles 
away and buried her in a shallow grave. It was 
two weeks before her body was discovered. 

Last spring's trial resulted in a hung 
jury, so the retrial is to take place this March. 

I feel that the prosecution really dropped the 
ball on what should have been a cut and dry 
case. The D.A. downplayed Gwen's trans 
status, although that's what was truly at the 
heart of her murder and all 







but ignored the "hate crime" enhancement the 
charge of first-degree murder carried. 

The murderers did not contest to 
beating and killing Gwen, they used a lame 
version of gay panic defense (which is no defense 
at all) and claimed that it was not an 
unreasonable thing to do. I still cannot believe 
that any attorney would be allowed to use such a 
preposterous defense. These men that 
premeditated the murder of Gwen Araujo are 
transphobic cold-blooded killers. Let's hope that 
justice is finally served for Gwen upon the 
completion of the retrial. 

Transphobic is the fear of a 
transgendered person and the hatred, 
discrimination, intolerance and prejudice that 
this fear brings. TYansphobia is manifested as 
harassment, threatened safety, disgust, ridicule, 
restrictions on freedom of movement, restrictions 
on access to resources (housing, employment, 
services, etc) and violence to name a few. Over 
the past decade, one person per month has died 
due to transgender based hate or prejudice.

The most bizarre work task I've ever 
had to undertake was being the "bucket boy" in a 
surgical theatre. It's like bussing tables, only 
you're clearing organs out of operating rooms 
instead of empty beer bottles out of bars. I've 
seen people at their most base levels: lumps of 
flesh that go wrong and need to be opened up, 
fixed and resealed again. I know that people are 
a weird bright orange on the inside. I know 
intimately the smell of cauterised flesh. I know 
what surgeons say about your pubes when you're 
anaesthetised. 

Most people to me really are just 
lumps of flesh; it's the endeavours people 
undertake that make them worthwhile. I can 
count on less than one hand the number of my 
friends that aren't creative in any way at all. By 
and large I don't have any relationships with 
people that don't do something, anything, to 
break out of being merely pieces of meat and it's 
not really by design. People are objects and life is 
a dumb joke, we better ourselves by giving 
ourselves and our existence a meaning; we stamp 
out our lives in this miserable universe by 
creating, creating anything; music, writing, 
dancing, beating tin cans with sticks, drawing, 
whatever, I have extremely loose definitions 
when it comes to what constitutes both art and 
the creative process. 

We don't live forever by cheating 
science or worshipping gods. We live on in other 
people's memories. We live forever because 
people who don't even really know what we look 
like have internalised something about us. We're 
immortal when we throw up wild style graffiti. 
We're immortal when we write a song that 
someone finds themselves humming on the bus to 
work. We're immortal when we write bizarre, 
prominent graffiti that people see and remember, 
even if it's just the words "massive comedy penis" 
written next to a crude drawing of a massive 


comedy penis painted on a 
supermarket wall. 


JOHN PEEL, RIP 

John Peel was fucking awesome. If 
you've never lived in the UK the best you can do is 
nod your head numbly and feign appreciation. You 
can mumble something half truthful about Peel 
Sessions and mention Extreme Noise Terror and 
that's about it. 

All throughout the 1980s my biggest 
love was Hip Hop. In 1988 my first foray into the 
world of DIY was getting together with a bunch of 
my other 15 year old friends and setting up a 
relatively short-lived pirate radio station to play 
Hip Hop on the weekends. Remember this was 
Northern England in the 1980s. Hip Hop was 
considered a joke and had yet to become the 
pathetic cock rock for the new millennium that it 
is now. Hip Hop was just on the cusp of turning to 
the two major strands that ultimately killed it for 
me; Gangsta rap and militant Muslim 
consciousness. 

No one else cared about the music we 
loved, all the other pirates played was garbage 
Lovers Rock and Dance Hall, so we did it 
ourselves. 

After Mike Allan's syndicated weekly 
show was taken off the air the only place I could 
hear genuinely underground, hard, Hip Hop was 
on John Peel's Radio Show. John Peel was a 
rambling fifty-something father of three from the 
heart of middle England who would play the most 
eclectic shit imaginable. It was often a chore to 
listen to his shows. You would wait a whole hour to 
hear Master Ace or Ultramagnetic MCs and in the 
meantime you would suffer through endless 
rubbish Ethiopian instrumental guitar noodlings 
by bands called things like The Magnificent 
Communist Sparkle Men and a whole other world 
of tedious crap and bollocks. 

I developed a far wider taste in music 
listening to Peel's show. Big Black, The Fall, My 
Bloody Valentine, Amphetamine Reptile records, 
Sub Pop records (the better stuff) and others 
made their way into my musical lexicon. 

Hip Hop stopped doing anything for me in about 
1989 and by 1990 I'd given up on it altogether. The 
misogyny; the inexplicable religious content; the 
uninspiring and unchanging three-minute loops 
that passed for music; the declining standard in 
lyrical acrobatics; the diminishing presence of 
amazing DJs; the lack of passion, the lack of skill, 
the lack of content; Hijack releasing the Daddy 
Rich 12". All of these things pushed me away from 
Hip Hop for over ten years. 

I was looking for something with more 
bite. I was looking for something that captured my 
adolescent rage. I was looking for something to 
play in the background whilst I read Class War. I 
was looking for something made by people like me. 

Through John Peel I discovered the first 
30 Earache records releases. Through John Peel I 
discovered The Stupids, Dr and The Crippens, 
Heresy, Napalm Death, Bolt Thrower, Sore Throat, 
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Extreme Noise Terror (though I've never really 
cared for them that much, even if they were the 
first punk band I ever saw) and a slew of others. 
Listening to John Peel's show five nights a week 
(as it was back then) opened up a veritable 
floodgate to me. And this was a guy who could've 
been one of my dad's friends, DJing on BBC 
radio. The BBC being the most conservative 
institution in the UK outside of The Royal Family 
or the Houses of Parliament, and he was playing 
Carcass on a regular basis in between spinning 
Lithuanian folk music! John Peel was so 
unselfconsciously awesome! And he died at 65 on 
holiday with his family in Peru and that's a 
terrible shame. Out of thousands of celebrity 
deaths that have happened in my lifetime, John 
Peel's was only the second one that ever made 
me really think about what he meant to me. 

John Peel meant staying awake for 
hours under the covers with my ghetto blaster 
waiting to hear some musical gem. I would sit 
through hours of the other crap he played 
because the good stuff he introduced me to was 
untouchable. There were no MP3s to download 
and none of my friends could make me mix tapes 
of anything I wanted to hear anymore. I couldn't 
go to many shows because all ages events didn't 
exist in Britain and even if they did, I probably 
wouldn't have heard about them and besides, I 
had really strict parents. 

I still remember hearing John Peel 
playing Mass Production by Ebola in 1996 and 
afterwards saying, "I still can't get enough of that 
type of stuff. Magnificent!" John Peel gave us the 
stamp of approval and that was enough for me. 


INTERLUDE 

Short, Fast and Loud doesn't credit the 
reviews, but there are a few giveaways on which 
ones I wrote: They're frequently twice as long as 
the others; if I don't like the music I'll generally 
say so in no uncertain terms; I often talk about 
focus and consistency in relation to the 
parameters that bands play with in; I often talk 
about feeling over actual content. 

I love bands that develop their sounds 
within their own individual spheres. Bands that 
develop ideas and can grow in an easy to follow 
way so even if album Z is entirely different from 
album A, you can still see how they got there. The 
easy way to tell a lousy band is one that obviously 
doesn't understand what they sound like and 
why. They don't know what it is that defines their 
sound; I can live without these kinds of bands. 


BACK TO THE MORBIDITY 

Ttoo musical geniuses that 
encompassed everything I love about music 
outlined above died in the few months before I 
started writing this column, Jhonn Balance of 
Coil and Quorthorn of Bathory. Mieszko Talarczyk 


of Nasum, Genocide SS, Krigshot and Soundlab 
Studios disappeared during the recent Tsunami in 
Thailand just after I started writing this column. 

Every Nasum record is great and every 
Nasum record manages to enhance their sound 
perfectly. To my mind they neither overly repeated 
themselves nor lost the plot. Genocide SS were a 
band that were evolving into perfection, starting to 
blend Confederacy of Scum-esque ideas with a 
heavier take on traditional Swedish hardcore and 
coming across like an insanely joyous blend of 
T\irbonegro and Nasum a lot of the times. Nasum, 
Krigshot and Genocide SS all totally fucking ruled 
and the world of music is worse off without the 
prospect of another record from any of Mieszko's 
bands. 


BLACK SUN RISE 

Jhonn Balance probably doesn't mean a 
whole lot to most readers of Short Fast and Loud, 
his music generally wasn't very short, was rarely 
fast and only occasionally loud. Born in Mansfield, 
England in 1962 Jhonn formed Coil in 1983 with 
Peter Christopherson whilst they were members of 
Psychic TV. 

I first discovered Coil sometime in the 
early 1990s. I was a big fan of legendary Industrial 
artists Throbbing Gristle and was in the process of 
checking out various post TG acts when I came 
across Coil whilst looking into Peter 
Christopherson's work. Coil were one of those few 
bands (I use the word band loosely to describe 
Coil) that I instantly took to my heart, one of those 
bands that could do no wrong, one of those bands 
that were mine and no one else understood them 
quite like I did. Coil tended to engender that 
deeply personalised feeling in most of their fans 
and to be honest, Coil had very few casual fans, you 
were either obsessed with them, or you didn't like 
or know them. 

Sonically Coil covered a great deal of 
bases, from ambient and abstract sound, to neo¬ 
classical, to gothic surreal gothic pop songs (which 
weren't half as bad as they sound on paper). 

Essential Coil includes: Hellraiser 
Themes (originally commissioned, though unused, 
for the Clive Barker film), Black Light District, 
Moons Milk in Four Phases, Musick To Play In The 
Dark and Horse Rotorvator. 


ODIN'S RIDE OVER NORDLAND 

I like black metal; I'm not ashamed to 
admit it. Good black metal is an incredible 
synthesis of anger and isolation coupled with a 
strange sense of serenity. Bad black metal is piss 
poor atonal nonsense, reminiscent of the incessant 
buzzing of a particularly irksome fly. The roots of 
black metal aren't so different from the roots of 
current crust bands, one only needs to listen to the 
Hellhammer demos to hear just how much of an 
impact the first wave of black metal bands had on 
the current (good) crust bands. 

The real turning point for black metal 
was the release of Bathory's self-titled debut LP. 


Basically, if a black metal band in the year 2005 
isn't influenced by Bathory, they aren't a black 
metal band as far as I'm concerned. Bathory 
(1984), The Return of Darkness and Evil (1985), 
Under The Sign Of The Black Mark (1987) and 
Blood Fire Death (1988) are four of the greatest 
metal albums ever, easily ranking with Reign In 
Blood, Morbid Tales, Seven Churches and 
Gomorrah's Season Ends (spot the lie and win a 
prize...). 

Bathory was essentially one man, 
Quorthorn and despite the fact that I can't say I 
really care for any of his work after Blood Fire 
Death, his overall vision was absolutely astounding. 
Sure, if your only reference point in black metal is 
later Satyricon, you might well be a little non¬ 
plussed by Bathory's output, but Quorthorn was an 
undeniable genius who was operating on an 
entirely different plane than England's Venom. 


SHEEP & GOAT JUDGEMENT 

Lord, I don't even know how I'm going to 
tie off this column, but I guess if the last record I 
release before I die is even half as good as The 
Whip 7" on Wantage USA my memory will be in 
good hands.

TOURING PART II 

Some more things to help bands out while they 
are on the road. 

The food that you will most likely get 
fed by the promoter (IF they feed you) will 
probably be spaghetti, pizza, or hamburgers... 
salad if you're lucky. That's o.k. if you're not a 
health nut. Remember, there is always a grocery 
store really close... and it's a lot cheaper. Fast 


food is o.k. if there is nothing else, but they are 
still way over priced. Don't get me wrong, I like 
junk food just like the next musician, but it's not 
good for you if you're on a long tour. Back to the 
grocery store... fresh fruit, salad, Gatorade, 
bottled water, peanuts, loaf of bread, crackers, 
deli meat, etc ... healthy things will keep you 
lasting a lot longer than chili cheese fries. If 
you're going to do anything, drink beer, at least 
you'll be drunk. 

Everybody in the band should also help 
out when it comes to driving cross country. 
Hopefully everybody has their driver's license and 
good eye sight... cause on long drives, everybody 
I know gets white line fever. That's why it's 
always good to have a person in the passenger 
seat keeping the driver awake. If you have to 
drink coffee, red bull, stuff like that..DO IT! No 
illegal stuff... get to the gig safely, then party. 

I'm not a saint, but safety is very important!! 

Also, don't keep any open containers in the van or 
illegal drugs. The cops don't fuck around 
especially when you are away from home. When 
you've got freaks like us traveling cross country 
you might as well be a target on an elephant's ass. 

If you meet good people from other 
bands on the road, that can be a great thing. You 
can tour on the road with them in the future. A 
lot more bands should definitely join together and 
do more package tours. Keep the ticket price to 
where the people can afford to see the show, but 
the bands still make money. Merchandise, such 
as t-shirts, CDs, vinyl, buttons and stickers are 
very important to a band's survival. On the road 
it can make a huge difference in the success of 
any tours. That's really how bands make their 
money. So when you buy anything from them... 
you are helping them out. That's the best way for 
the fans to support their favorite bands. Buy 
something. 

Gas really starts to add up on the road. 
So if you can park your vehicle and have people 
help you get around town or don't be afraid to 
take long walks. You get some exercise and you'll 
save a ton of money. Instead of starting up you 
van every time somebody wants to go buy a 12 
pack of beer. Walk to go get it... because you're 
probably too drunk to be driving anyways. 

Since clubs are always closing down 
and opening up here are some places in the city 
of Long Beach, CALIF you can either play if you 
are a band ... or go drink if you're swinging 
through the LBC. The Pike is a restaurant that 
has beer/wine and live music. Good place to hang 
out, drink beer, and have some food. It's owned 
by Chris Reese, ex-drummer of Social Distortion. 

A lot of punk and metal kids hang out there. Erin 
Kelly - the girl who is the manager of the place 
makes you fell welcome. Great jukebox!! Same 
goes for the Red Room (strictly for drinking and a 
killer jukebox). A lot of rockers hang out there as 
well as skatekids. If you haven't heard of Fern's 
... well it's quite simply still the punkest bar in 
Long Beach. It sort of reminds me of my favorite 
place to drink up in Haight S.F. - Moltov's. The 
only difference is Fern's is bigger and the jukebox 
is way louder. Alex's Bar - painted hell red on the 


inside with plenty of diablos hanging 
from the walls. This bar/club has the 
most bands play there.. .touring 
bands... this is your spot! It's the 
best place to see live bands right now. If you don't 
mind hanging out with the college kids... O' 
Connells, the Irish pub has the best drink prices 
and the bloody Marys are great in the morning 
right before breakfast. The bartender there, 
Johnny Rocket has got the best heavy hand in 
Long Beach! I consider him #1 and visit him quite 
often. He's like my doctor. He knows exactly how 
much alcohol to give me before I start acting 
retarded. House of Hayden - all the artist drink 
there and you could eat off the floor of the 
bathrooms, it's so fuckin clean. It's a lot more of a 
laid back bar, but if you're downtown, it's a nice 
place to throw back some drinks. If you are every 
visiting Long Beach, there is quite an abundance 
of watering holes. Most people don't take their 
car when they go out drinking here. It's either 
walk, ride a bike, or call a taxi. 

If you come to the town enough, there's 
a little thing we do called the 4th street shuffle. 
That's the main street where most of the drinking 
establishments are. We like to walk up and down 
it until closing time. Then we try to find our way 
home. Try it,you'll like it. Last but not least... 
There is The Prospector it's probably the most 
underrated bar/club in town.

KREATOR 

Enemy of God CD 

‘Off and on throughout its history, KREATOR has 
seemed uncomfortable with its thrash pedigree 
and thus released albums like "Renewal," 
"Endorama," and to a lesser degree "Outcast" 
that distanced the band from its roots. Although 
those albums still proved solid, they were 
somehow less than they could have been. With 
"Enemy of God" I'm glad to see/hear the band 
picking up where the harsh and mighty "Violent 
Revolution" album left off. KREATOR seems to 
have finally fully embraced the fact they are 
unquestionably one of thrash metal's 
prototypical acts. In many ways KREATOR has 
defined each of the last three decades for fans of 
thrash metal. In the 80s KREATOR was violent 
thrash incarnate on each of their four offerings; 
the primitive and raw "Endless Pain," the furious 
"Pleasure to Kill," the masterpiece "Terrible 
Certainty," and the colossal m^jor label debut 
"Extreme Aggression." In the 90s they suffered 
from inconsistency but still produced two of the 
decades most significant albums in "Coma of 
Souls" and the oft-overlooked "Cause for 
Conflict" which remains the best agro-thrash 
album ever recorded. Albums by the likes of 
PANTERA literally paled in contrast. In the Y2Ks 
KREATOR has risen to the pinnacle of the 
revitalized thrash movement with the 
aforementioned "Violent Revolution" and now 
"Enemy of God." On these twelve tracks 
KREATOR goes for the jugular like a half-starved 
vampire. Experience has given the band the 
ability to unleash music that is faster, harsher, 
and more ruthless than anything they've ever 
attempted before and yet they achieve a greater 
complexity and a better sense of melodic 
counterpoise than in the past. It's an astounding 
achievement that leaves me in the precarious 
position of having to declare that this album is as 
good as anything in the KREATOR back catalog. 
Before oldschool KREATOR fans (or any extreme 
music fans) blow an aneurysm over that claim... 

I dare you to pick up the album, crank it to 
eleven, and give it a listen. You'll be scooping 
your brains off the floor before track five. 
Guaranteed.

METAL CHURCH 

The Weight of the WortdCD 

Although METAL CHURCH was undoubtedly key 
player in the first wave of 80s thrash metal; their 
more "classic metal" take on the sound and the 
bad timing of their falling out with original 
vocalist David Wayne, left them firmly 
entrenched in the scene's second tier. In spite of 
producing two of metal's all time classic albums 
"Metal Church" and "The Dark," METAL 
CHURCH has really never gotten their dues. 

They fully intend to change all that with "The 
Weight of the World." This is a near flawless 
return to greatness for METAL CHURCH. The 


addition of former ROTTWEILLER vocalist Ronny 
Munroe was a stroke of pure genius. I am a huge 
David Wayne fan and Munroe more than wins me 
over here. His denim and leather tinged voice 
brings to the table everything Wayne had going for 
him (sounding not unlike Wayne, to be honest) but 
Munroe has a better range and more diversity. 

The music is as sharp and concentrated as it's 
ever been perfectly straddling that line between 
thrash and classic metal. It would probably be 
disturbing to even guess at how many hours of my 
life have been spent listening to METAL CHURCH 
(I was a fan before they originally got signed circa 
'83-'84), but "The Weight of the World" ensures 
that I still have countless hours of worship at the 
METAL CHURCH ahead of me.

SAXON 

Lionheart CD 

If you were asked to come up with a list of New 
Wave of Heavy Metal bands that had a greater 
impact than SAXON, it would be a damn short list. 
If you only listing bands that were still peddling 
their wares some two decades plus after the fact, 
you would be left with a number that could be 
counted on one hand (and a hand that belonged to 
a careless carpenter, no less). For me personally, 
SAXON has been one of the most significant metal 
bands ever. Some of their earliest albums were 
momentous elements in the soundtrack of my teen 
years. "Strong Arm of the Law" (1980), "Denim 
and Leather" (1981), "Power and Glory" (1983) 
and "Crusader" (1984) all contributed extensively 
to shaping my taste for heavy metal. Yes, they 
succumbed in the late 80s to label pressure for 
accessibility and their sound suffered, but I never 
gave up on them and they never gave up on 
themselves. 25 years later SAXON is still rolling 
like a "solid ball of rock." As proof I refer to their 
latest effort called "Lionheart." It's a bombastic 
album of pure SAXON metal. In fact, the crisp 
delivery and the classic (yet diverse) feel present 
throughout the album marks this as their best 
output in years. It's better than excellent newer 
releases like "Killing Ground" and "Metalhead." In 
fact, it's better than... well... anything since their 
glory days. Whether the band is ripping through 
barnstormers like "To Live by the Sword" and 
"English Man O' War" or exploring textures with 
"Beyond the Grave" or "Lionheart," they are at the 
top of their game. Real 80s metal has seen a bit of 
resurgence as of late and if there is any justice 
SAXON will be recognized as the stalwarts they 
are.

U.D.O. 

Thunderball CD 

I don't know that I have ever met a classic metal 
fan who didn't like ACCEPT and by extension Udo 
Dirkschneider. Sure there have been some weak 
albums over the years, but considering Udo has 
been going at it since the 70s, that is to be 
expected. What is a bit unexpected is how solid 
the new U.D.O. album "Thunderball" is. This is 
easily the best thing that Udo has cranked out 
since ACCEPT's heyday. It easily rivals anything 
Udo has done as his spin-off U.D.O. "Thunderball" 


is a pure metal firestorm and has the same 
ferocity and passion that marked the best 
ACCEPT efforts like "Breaker," "Restless & Wild," 
and "Balls to the Wall." In fact the title track 
sounds like it could have been an outtake from 
the "R&W" sessions. It is certainly another Udo 
track that is as "Fast as a Shark." "The Arbiter" is 
a crushing track and worthy of mention in the 
same breathe as classic ACCEPT efforts like 
"Ball to the Wall." Surprisingly the best track on 
the album is also its most experimental. 
"TYainride in Russia" combines classic Udo grit 
and groove with an ethnic Russian folk feel. 

When is the last time you heard a classic metal 
masterpiece that had an accordion as its main 
instrument? How about never, that's when. The 
final track "Blind Eyes" is also noteworthy for its 
passion and its integration of a cello into the 
music without sounding like some crappy dark 
metal band. This is a superior album any way 
you look at it. Kudos to Udo.

FINAL DAWN 

Under the Bleeding Sky CD 

This album has been getting lukewarm reviews 
almost exclusively, so I was very interested in 
hearing it myself because I often find myself 
liking what others hate. That is almost the case 
here. "Under the Bleeding Sky" isn't a bad 
album at all, I just think it is being promoted 
poorly. The label buzz is that this is another top 
notch Scandi-death band. A claim that 
establishes pre-conceived notions about a death 
sound greatly tempered with melody. While 
there is melody here, it is NOTHING along the 
lines of what one expects from the higher profile 
Scandinavian bands. FINAL DAWN seem far 
more influenced by Floridian death metal and 
oldschool Scandinavian black metal than they 
are by the likes of IN FLAMES. This is raw and 
rowdy death metal with a serrated, rather than 
smooth, edge. This is the kind of music that rips 
and tears, instead of slices and dices. If you are 
expecting a razor and you get an axe, you might 
feel disappointed, but that doesn't mean there is 
anything wrong with your axe.

Apocalyptic End in White CD 

Imperial Crystalline Entombment (simply known 
as I.C.E.) is a hyper-charged black metal band 
that envisions a hell not of fire and brimstone, 
but of sub-zero temperatures and bitter 
isolation. This is frozen-hearted music that is 
obsessed with the cold. Listening to this album 
is like wrapping your heart in dry ice and 
abandoning your soul on the endless tundra.

The 
CD boasts all the evil fury and damnable 
dementia you would expect from any black metal 
effort by Fenriz and Nocturno Culto, but it is 
executed with a careful ear to the origin of the 
species specifically bands like HELLHAMMER, 
BATHORY, BURZUM, and the godfather's of it all 
VENOM. Even the production and overall "feel" 
of the album harkens back two decades. I, for 
one, think old-school black is better than new- 
school black, so I admire the effort being made 
here; but at the same time it makes me wonder if 
fans of DARKTHRONE wouldn't be better served 
by tracking down original old-school albums. 
Ironically, a good place to start is directly related 
to DARKTHRONE. It is a new compilation of old 
black metal bands compiled by Fenriz himself 
for Peacevill Records.

When this album started out with the mournful 
strains of a solitary cello that escalated into a 
dense wall of noise punctuated with "haunted 
monastery" chants, I expected the worse.

People 
go on and on about this band or that band being 
the greatest American punk band ever. Well, fuck 
you; you're wrong... it's ANTiSEEN! 

Speaking of blood and guts, I've really 
been enjoying the hell out of a lot of Razorback 
Records releases lately. Luring me in with kick 
ass stuff like GENERAL SURGERY, GHOUL and 
FRIGHTMARE; the last three Razorback CDs 
have been especially cool barrages of thrashing 
metal fun. I'll be the first to admit I'm about as 
far from being a death metal expert as I am from 
being a dancer in a rap video, so take this as a 
quickie guide to recent gorecore for the 
uninitiated. To be honest, I usually find most of 
the stuff in this genre to be pretty boring, but the 
folks at Razorback have a knack for picking the 
rare gems. LORD GORE's appropriately titled 
"Resickened" CD is over the top grindcore meets 
death metal with lots of catchy as fuck riffs and a 
singer who, although the insert claims otherwise, 
sounds like he washes down his daily buffet of 
effects pedals with liquid nitrogen. The 
production on this CD smokes, too! Don't be 
fooled by the nutty album cover and gore 
obsession, this band has more to offer than just 
gross-out cartoons and sicko sampled intros. 

They kill! Japanese death metallers ZOMBIE 
RITUAL offer up a dozen or so blasting tunes 
about the living dead on their debut full-length 
"Night of the Zombie Party". This one is 
highlighted by tons of blazing guitar solos and 
the classic screaming high versus guttural low 
vocal attack. The tongue in cheek humor and 
cool comic book style artwork gives this album 
the perfect "juvenile delinquent high on Jolt 
Cola" feel. That's one of the reasons I like this 
shit so much. There's no pretension here, just a 
fun attitude and well-written, well-recorded, 
crazy fucking metal. This album would have been 
the perfect soundtrack to that fucked up 
Japanese horror movie "Versus". The final gore- 
soaked tidbit this time around, and my personal 
favorite of the bunch, is ENGORGED's "Where 
Monsters Dwell" CD. This one also has a nice 
balance of thick moshing riffs and blasting 
grindcore stuff with tons of blazing solos. 
Obsessed with eighties horror movies and 
complete with more awesome campy artwork, 
this CD has been in the changer since I bought 
it. I'd like to say more, but I'm afraid my 
avalanche of adjectives ain't got shit on Jeb's, so 
I'll just say "this kicks ass" again and leave it at 
that. I'm also psyched about some upcoming 
releases from Razorback, especially the new 
album from Spain's rad as fuck MACHATEZO 
(probably already out by the time you're reading 
this) and the debut full length by Japanese doom 
crushers COFFINS. Their 2003 demo was killer 
and I'll bet fans of CELTIC FROST, WINTER or 
early CATHEDRAL will be shitting their pants 
when this thing comes out in April. No 
psychedelic artwork or any of that other Stoner 
bullshit, just heavy as fuck doom metal. 


Since I'm rambling about ass kicking 
music here, I would be letting you down if I 
didn't mention the newly re-issued "Sex, Drugs & 
Rupture" LP! Making it's vinyl debut courtesy of 
the folks at Germany's Hate Ape Productions, 
this is a must have record for fans of early 
RUPTURE'S searing, pissed off hardcore. It 
features the rapid-fire drummer from HEIST, lots 
of hooks, criminally brilliant lyrics and is a 
worthy challenger to the "Corrupture" 10" as 
being RUPTURE'S best release. Also, keep an eye 
out for RUPTURE'S heir-apparent NETJAJEV SS. 
This Swedish freak has just released a split 7" EP 
with his Aussie forefathers on the Haunted Hotel 
label here in the states. The band is actually just 
one dude playing everything, but there's no drum 
machine crap here - just balls to the wall 
hardcore violence. Fans of speed and hostility 
will welcome NETJAJEV with open arms.

Back in the dark ages 
°f 1980 's hardcore the 
process was a lot more 

complicated. You decided that yes, Wattie from 
the Exploited Sucks and should indeed be called 
out as the wanker you knew him to be, even 
though "TROOPS OF TOMORROW" was playing 
simultaneously in the 

background. Your rage could not be contained so 
you located a piece of paper /flyer/ paper bag/ 
and began scrawling furiously, which also 
required finding a pen/pencil/ typewriter / 
crayon. Then the arduous task of locating both 1) 
an envelope 2) a stamp, moistening or licking the 
said envelope, finding a copy of FLIPSIDE and 
addressing it to them, and then walking to the 
mailbox.. .or even the post office, to express your 
indignation. This then was mailed across Orange 
County or the nation to FLIPSIDE, who reviewed 
it, typed it in for their readers' perusal in their 
publication if they deemed it newsworthy and/or 
hilarious, and then it had to be printed, several 
weeks or months later and then disseminated to 
their loyal subscribers in Tulsa, Oklahoma and 
Miami, Florida, who then had to decide whether 
to lift the needle off of "Troops of Tomorrow" 
playing in the background and hightail it to the 
used record store. Total time = 2 months. 

Now the process is much simpler for 


most people. Decide that members of your 
favorite band last week are indeed wankers, or 
that after returning from Hot Topic it's plainly 
obvious members of Tragedy are the primary 
shareholders, or that enough Aril Lavigne songs 
sound like Voetsek so they must be connected, or 
that you can just mystically sense Gauze is 
touring here next week, go to your computer, type 
in few words on some website, hit click, and it 
goes out to the world in a matter of seconds. 

Great time killer between flipping past those " I 
love the '90's" specials on VH-1, doing your 
homework, avoiding doing your taxes or whatever, 
but not that great for the punk scene at large. 

2004 was a brutal year for my record 
label, Prank. Even though I felt I released a slate 
of great records and am satisfied with that, each 
record seemed to disappointingly sell 
successively less. There's a lot of guess work (and 
a topic of another column) to why all hardcore 
labels I've talked to seem to be facing a decrease 
in sales, from downloading/burns that cut down 
on people just "checking something out" or a 
really crowded market for records in a down- 
turned economy, or 

maybe a buying audience that has a shorter-than 
-ever attention span. I decided in response to 
put a brunt of my effort into promoting the 
bands' various tours online, thinking if people go 
see the bands, they'll buy the records. This 
became a serious black hole of time, as each site 
or message board that promotes live punk gigs 
has its own form, means, and methods to list 
shows, and is an endless in scope and Kylesa, for 
example, played a practically every other day 
(175 shows!) last year. I soon discovered why 
professional publicists get paid like they do, and 
that there's always one more site to hit, one more 
place that kids who only listen to Macho-kung Fu- 
core might decide, "Well nothing else is going on 
in Cheyenne, might as well go see this 'Artimus 
Pyle' listed on Wyominghardcorepunk.net," or 
whatever and check out DIY hardcore as opposed 
to whatever is marketed at them on MTV2. 

This found me trolling online a lot, and 
dropping in on various message boards, which 
largely seem fueled by a few people, small 
communities, patrons at Kuala Lumpur Cyber 
cafes or universities fast T1 connections. While a 
great resource for letting people outside the 
radius of where a promoter can logistically flyer, 
know about a show they might want to drive an 
hour or two to get to.. .or finding out about/ 
promoting the newest records out that week, or 
how to actually do things or the history of 
different scenes and bands. There's often a 
prevailing negative logic and sniping gossipy 
nature to a lot of the way the message boards 
work and the meat of their content: 

Topic: Wattie Sucks 
Response: No He doesn't. 

Topic: Wattie is great 
Response: No He sucks. 

Topic: Wattie has the best Mohawk in Punk 
Response: No, I Do. 

Topic:" Troops of tomorrow" is a great album, 










Response: It sucks. They stole everything from 
the Vibrators. 

Topic: "Troops of Tomorrow" for Auction 
Response: Why would you sell that? 

And further inanity that would rarely be discussed 
in face to face conversation or is devil's 
advocating to the nth degree. I guess if you have a 
life and have been lucky enough to avoid this, like 
Henry Rollins discussing Rainbo Brite on VH-1 's 
"I love 1987", count yourself lucky. Open a 
dictionary of time waster, and there it is.. .fun for 
a while, but large doses should be viewed as 
hazardous! 

Punk has a dichotomous nature in it's a 
music scene which outside of our small world is 
based on star musicians and groups, and while 
punk is a music scene and exists around bands, 
and music, punk is it also often anti-success in 
nature and contrary to that in it's participatory 
nature of "anyone can be a star" and the crowd 
and/or people doing the behind the scenes 
mechanics to make the whole thing work are 
often as vital as the bands. 

It's really easy to paint a big target on 
people who achieve success or attention though 
their creativity or hard work or most likely a 
combination of the two, and sure, at times, bands, 
labels and individuals do need to be called to task 
for their decisions. But it's probably too easy for 
people to removed from the bands, the process, or 
very young and entering the scene to point and 
click, speak first, think later. It's a bad public 
face for a scene that could be more, it's like why I 
joke I've never gravitated to youth crew straight 
edge hardcore, since every third song is about 
being stabbed in the back by your friends, it gets 
you wondering about what kind of people are into 
that kind of music, y'know? What's fun about 
that? 

This scene should be the best place 
ever, with supportive best foot and effort forward. 
Great clues exist from the exhaustive and 
enthusiastic research of German and Japanese 
fanzines about records and bands, the "we've got 
the time and energy" exhaustive manic complete 
fandom of Australian fans, or the detailed 
interviewing that goes with music or comics 
fandom could be learned from. Fandom does exist 
out there, pure enthusiastic support for great 
bands, shows, fanzines, flyers, artists, musicians is 
out there, and while a lot these online discussions 
can be like kicking it with good friends and 
talking about records and bands positive and 
negative, but think before you point and click. 
Wattie's not a cartoon character and has real 
feelings!!!! 

1) Related to this, in 1995 Members of Mens 
Recovery Project prophetically declared in one of 
their best moments, a minute long hardcore song 
on a 7" on Gravity records" The internet is a 
toilet stall, spattered with jerks and twits and if I 
may continue my analogy it smells like fucking 
shit!! Email is a men's room". The subsequent 
avalanche of negative feedback and Internet 
slams remains uncountable and possibly lead to 
the band's demise, but for all the technological 


advances in ten additional years of the Internet they 
remain remarkably and hilariously on the mark. 

2) That all said I think the unbelievable explosion 
in international Hardcore hitting the US in tours and 
records can only be fueled by the ability to instantly 
communicate online. So if it means killer bands like 
FORWARD, VICTIMS, SUNDAY MORNING 
EINSTEINS, SKITSYSTEM, PAINTBOX, HAMMER, 
and more get to tour here, it kind of evens out! 

3) I do stand 100% entirely behind my online, 
message board and email campaign to attempt to 
help get George w. Bush out of office in 2004. Too bad 
less people read "Short Fast and Loud" compared to 
"Short, Fast and Evangelical". See you in the streets 
when He starts Bombing IRAN this summer, 
dismantles the social safety net for the elderly poor, 
and continues to protest the rich and corporations 
from fiscal and social responsibility. Worst president 
ever. At least when residents of Ohio wake up in the 
morning in a few years their neighbors in the 
cardboard box next to theirs won't be married 
homosexuals. Way to go! 

4) Tasmania! Wow. Very relaxing place to visit, and 
a long way from its Van Diemens land past as a 
convict hellhole. While It's uncanny amount of road

as usual, a warm and honest “thanks a million” to all the polite folks who got in touch with me because of my preceding 
report(s) - you all rule!! 


Well, for several days I was thinking about what kind of stuff I should note down, but as somehow all of my ideas were not 
that entertaining, I decided to concentrate on the “o.o.o.” (old, odd, obscure) Japanese target again. Yep, my last column 
already included such things, but I’m a sucker for the sounds of the land of the rising sun... As I mentioned before, neither 
me nor sincere experts in Japanese hardcore are aware of the pressing amounts of (nearly) all these Japanese releases as to 
some extent it seems they’re a secret that’s better protected than Fort Knox. Before I’ll forget, this time I won’t be as 
detailed as in the previous dialogue since (mostly) I’ll talk about bands I dunno much about, either... Whatever, “Less talk, 
more rock”, so let’s go!! 


BLAZE - “But nothing ever change” 7” 5 tracks / Sakuragi Records / 1992 / 500 made 

The idiom “BLAZE” is absolutely program here as BLAZE blast out a healthy dose of fast as fuck, blistering and utterly 
intense, straightforward “burning spirits” styled hardcore the way it was meant to be played. Whoa, this 7” is armed 
with everything an awesome Japanese plate has to offer: Quick drums, powerful chords, an amazing singer along with 
hooks galore that will stick in your soul forever for sure. BLAZE take not one single prisoner with furious songs like 
for instance “At this time”, “Smash up tight”, “Skill”, “Why” and the title track - especially “Skill” catapultes me right 
into the room behind me whenever I spin this tune, and I’m paying attention to this assault in great numbers! Think 
of COMPLETE, GANG THRUST, blah blah blah and you’ve got the picture! If Pm not wrong, this gem, which encloses a 
lyric page, sadly is BLAZE’s first and simultaneous last contribution to the human race...

CHICKEN BOWELS - “Keep our fire burning” 7” 6 tracks / Kagai Mousou Records /1985 
If I remember precisely, the name CHICKEN BOWELS appeared in a discourse in an earlier issue of this zine, but 
this pack cannot be introduced enough... CHICKEN BOWELS’ gift to the “civilized world” was prompt, raging, ulti¬ 
mately fuming and solely memorable, traditional Nipponcore with a downright outstanding guy at the microphone. 
The six slits on the “Keep our fire burning” 7” are definitely six winners cuz next to the unstoppable speed and the 
anger, they contain a huge quantity of stunning melodies. Whoa! After this magnum opus, CHICKEN BOWELS also 
came into sight with one raid on the “Shoudoku Gig“ comp. LP (Selfish Records / 1985 / the other bands are DIS 
PAD, EXCLAIM, IDIOT IDOLATERS, a band with Japanese capitals, SYSTEMATIC DEATH, SWORD, GUTTER SNIPE, 
SO WHAT, OUTO, GAUZE, GAGIZE, DEADLESS MUSS, S.O.B., LIP CREAM) as well as with three songs on the wicked “My Meat’s your Poison” 
comp. LP (Kagai Mousou Records / 1987 / 1.000 made / features also OUTO, SYSTEMATIC DEATH, GUDON, S.O.B., LIP CREAM) and sorrow¬ 
fully this is the end of the fairy-tale called CHICKEN BOWELS. Oh wait, the tremendous “Keep our fire burning” 7” was bootlegged on the 
“Godzilla 1 ' comp. LP (‘00 or ‘01) along with the THE CLAY “The middle east combat area” 7” (Dogma Records / 1984), the GOOGOL PLEX 
“Nail a lie to the counter! 11 7“ (Kagai Mousou Records / 1985) plus the BRAIN DEATH “Personal affair" 7“ (Selfish Records / 1986), so if you 
missed out at least one of those classics, you should purchase this bootleg LP straight away!! CHICKEN BOWELS are cult, full stop!! 


*™~»* r.-v FREEDOM - “Last revolution” 7” 4 tracks / AA Records /1984 

FREEDOM had the chance to publish this juwel on the legendary AA Records label, which was responsible for master- 
works such as the ZOUO “The final agony” 7” (’83), the GLYCERIN “... from the depth” 8” (’87), the JUNK SCHITZO 
“Crime of existence” 7” (’83), the LIP CREAM “Night rider more than fight!" 7” (’84), the OUTO “Many question poison 
answer” 7” (’84) or the “Hardcore unlawful Assembly" comp. LP (’84) and therefore it’s evident that FREEDOM are the 
shit, too! This quartet dished up rhythms akin to early GISM and this means that FREEDOM provided mid paced, angry 
\ / as hell and fully crushing hardcore with rumbling, snarling vox from a soloist who had such a gigantic mohawk that 

M jCv most probably he needed a permission for (t)his lethal weapon! Ohmigod, in one way or another, I feel like I’m listen¬ 

ing to GISM’s “Endless blockads for the pussyfooter”, “Death, agonies and screams” or “(Tere their) syphilitic vaginas 
to pieces” constantly! When all’s said and done, the “Last revolution” 7” (there’re no lyrics, but this ogre comes with an enormous fold out cover) 
can be compared best to a massive ’83 “Detestation” worship to the friggin’ max. Devastating!! 
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GIBBED - “Eternal life” 7” flexi 6 tracks / Sound Of Burial Records /1990 

Since Sound Of Burial Records was the label of Tottsuan, the unfortunately deceased songster of the almighty S.O.B., 
it’s obvious that GIBBED don’t fuck around. On their one and only effort, GIBBED describe themselves as “Grinding 

death metal” - where’s the line I can put my signature on? Oh yeah, here it is:_Loser—!! From start to finish, 

this puppy destroys whole capitals with nothing but rapid-fire, unrelenting plus completely vicious death metal infil¬ 
trated grindcore or grindcore prejudiced death metal - this explanation is positioned just in the eye of the beholder - 
which contains low growling, guttural vokills. The production may be a little bit thin, but come on, this is a flexi and 
__in addition to this, you finally can check out if your stereo is as loud as the salesman promised! Bearing in mind that I 
personally epjoy “Eternal life” (expressions are included) a lot, it was a pleasant omen to witness GIBBED’s homicidal funeral “Slaughtered" on 
the “Son of bllleeeeaaauuurrrrgghhh! 11 comp. 7“ (Slap A Ham Records / 1992 / this chopper also compiles INTENSE DEGREE, CAPITALIST 
CASUALTIES, DICKTATOR, DISRUPT, SKIMMED, RUPTURE, PURGATIVE KLYSTER, PLUTOCRACY, CRIPPLE BASTARDS, BUKA, T.M.P., TRAI¬ 
TOR, SARCASM, PUTRID OFFAL, EXTREME SMOKE, SLAVE STATE, SUPURATION, MACABRE, HIATUS, A.M., ARSE DESTROYER, ARNES 
PLASTHJARNA, AUDIOSTENCH, SOCKEYE, ROTTREVORE, DISCHANGE, MAN IS THE BASTARD, CROSSED OUT, CRAZY FUCKED UP DAILY 
LIFE, CUM DUMPSTER, TT-TASK, DEBILANA, PHOBIA, DESTROY, BRUTAL PERSONAL, RESIST, DUH, GUILLOTINE TERROR, PATARENI,

CD 
(Samurai Records /1991 / the other hordes are CACOFONIA, ANARCHUS and MULTIPLEX / note: these maneuvers, which were recorded on 
09.01.1991, already appeared on the “Eternal life” 7” flexi - only “Brain mutilation” is missing!). If I remember in the approved manner, unluck¬ 
ily that’s all which is available from this mobile terror squad!! 






JOKER BOYS - “Wonderful Rock’nRoll" 7” 4 tracks / Kings World Records / 1987 

To tell the truth from the beginning: The JOKER BOYS were such mysterious that nearly no one is cognizant of them - 
not even with their epithet. A pal informed me that these guys came out of the THE SWANKYS angle, but when I com¬ 
pared the names of members to the THE SWANKYS characters, I couldn’t find any connection. Whatever, as the 
JOKER BOYS more or less are reminiscent of the most (!!) sloppy TOY DOLLS material and THE SWANKYS thank the 
TOY DOLLS on their “This is my lifestyle!” 7” (KPP Records / 1985), I guess this rumor could be true. No matter what, 
on their unique attempt the JOKER BOYS served midpaced, snotty as fuck punkrock with utterly hilarious vocals - 
precisely the kind of stuff the TOY DOLLS made available about a shitload of years ago. I’m sure that hardcore purists 
don’t want to listen to this EP (where are the lyrics??), but I suppose it fucking swings!!

When they were alive and active, JUDEN SOUCHI were never that popular since for them counts exactly the same as I 
wrote about JANKY within my column for # 12, but when I’m spinning these two records due to the simple reason that 
JUDEN SOUCHI wholly rage, I’m a lucky dude!! Hell yeah, the “Dead line” 7” flexi offers dynamic and absolutely ener¬ 
getic, yet indisputably remarkable hardcorepunk with gruff, impressive vocal attacks. While typing these lines, I’m lis¬ 
tening to this jewel the fifth time in a row, so you know “Dead line”, which doesn’t include a 


lyric sheet, delivers only top-notch quality and next to this, every song (especially “Nuclear arms”) is an excellent 
anthem!! Incidentally: This masterpiece was bootlegged on the “You can set the Dove free... but what about the Hawk 
- a Japanese compilation 11 sampler LP (Bootleg / 1994) along with the SO WHAT “Injustice 11 8“ flexi (5 tracks / D.I.S. 
Records / 1985), the THE SEXUAL “The last days" 7” flexi (6 tracks / Kochi Records / 1985 / 1.000 made) as well as 
with the CROW “Who killed dove? 11 7“ (4 tracks / Crow Records / 1984 / 1.000 made)!! After this unforgettable nugget, 
JUDEN SOUCHI also released the never bootlegged, but of course tremendous “Voice of fight" 8” (lyrics are not avail¬ 
able), where the band created six equally awe-inspiring cuts of outstanding Japanese hardcorepunk, so I urge you to 
save most of your hard earned milkmoney in order to pay for both immortal classics!!

LANCE LOT - “Eat the dream!!” 7” flexi 4 tracks / Stomping Records / 1985 

Ya ever heard of LANCE LOT? Sure you have, because this is an ancient knight out of the “King Arthur” saga who used to 
fall in love (fuck?) the king’s wife, so if they didn’t die, they still live... Beside of this, LANCE LOT were obviously an irre¬ 
sistible unit from Japan, who put out one hell of a flexi! “Eat the dream!!” (there’s no libretto integrated) delivers hasty, 
kinda noisy and full-blown straightforward, by hook or by crook, catchy hardcorepunk with hoarse screaming singing parts 
and while LANCE LOT never got that famous like other groups of this epoch (I’m speaking about legends in the vein of 
GHOUL, DISARRAY, CRIME, KIKEIJI, CROW, DEADLESS MUSS or ANTI SEPTIC), they indisputably played in a league of 
their own! This skeletal piece of vinyl - always keep in mind: Flexis aren’t that thick! - rocks like there’s no tomorrow!! 

















THE SADIST - “Japanese title” 7” 2 tracks / Vanilla Records / 1989 

THE SADIST stood for mid tempo, powerful and in some way gloomy punk - nothing more, nothing 
less. Yes, no doubt, you’re correct and furthermore I’m absolutely aware of the fact that this minia¬ 
ture analysis reads a little bit boring, but please believe me that these two mantras are wholly 
remarkable, so if you’re able to decipher Japanese signs, you can shout along to both anthems. Being 
an ignorant person, I don’t have a fucking clue if there’re more THE SADIST records available, but if 
so - get in contact! Thanks in advance!! 


SYUDAN JISATSU - “Demon priest” 7" 4 tracks / Healter Skelter Records /1991 

Frankly: I know next to nothing about this band since more than a decade ago, SYUDAN JISATSU totally drowned 
within the sea of anonymity. In addition to this, I always thought that this troop is called SHUDAN JISATSU, but a 
trustworthy friend told me that their moniker is SYUDAN JISATSU. I’m not sure what’s accurate - my Japanese 
got a little bit rusty recently... Anyway, despite the completely metal looking cover as well as the “names” of the 
members (“Fist Fight", “Human of the Ghoul”, “Erotic Guy Machine” - Jeeeeeezzuuuus!), this platter entirely 
rules. SYUDAN JISATSU are playing not too swift, but outright driving, slightly metal influenced hardcore with a 
deep shouting vocalist. Not only because of the singer, who barks in the notorious Sakevi fashion, this EP, that 
doesn’t have a lyric sheet and/or any inserts, reminds me of GISM (“Detestation” era) and that’s a damn good sign in my book. If you’ll see 
this murderous single, do yourself a favor and purchase it!! By the way, is anyone familiar with more items of this overwhelming horde? 


°° “I slaughter, singing madly anthem!!” 

Most recently, I read the newspaper more or less frequently (miracles always happen...) and do you know what I analyzed? Of course 
you don’t as you cannot look into my brain... Well, I don’t want to chat about our corrupted political systems worldwide because this v 
is nothing new, but I found out that the cruelty against animals has increased to a level which annoys the fuck out of me. I’m also not 
speaking about all these “concentration camps” where animals are born, fed and slaughtered just to make profit out of ‘em, I’m talk¬ 
ing about crimes against single animals. For instance, here’re a very few examples of what I read a short time ago:

Flyblown is essentially Scalplock. but 
pushing their later D Beat ideas more, not 
always successfully, but what makes so 
many bands interesting is the difference 
between what they try and sound like and 
what they actually accomplish. Certain 
sections sound really reminiscent of Naplam 
Death circa Scum when they were at their 
most Mob 47 influenced and there's a 
definite peace punk spirit, if not sound, 
throughout. The overall sound is totally in 
the red. deliberately so : I'm guessing they 
wanted it to sound somewhere between 
Disclose and blown out early Finnish 
hardcore. It doesn't sound anything like 
either of those sounds to my ears though. 
What Flyblown actually remind me of is 
almost the diametric opposite of bands like 
Darkthrone and Carpathian Forest, bands 
who are undeniably black metal, but have a 
total punk quality to them. Flyblown 
definitely have a really raw black metal 
atmospheric quality to them, totally 
unintentional I suspect too. maybe like 
Martyrdod. but with a much more apparent 
black metal feel, not a largely fabricated one 
(really. I hear barely any Black Metal in 
Martyrdod's sound at all other than screechy 
vocals). This LP is great. I get the 
impression they’ve really tried to fit in with 
the raw D Beat scene and probably see 
themselves as exactly the same as Disclose. 
No Fucker and others, but they've really 
made something far different and far more 
substantial.

This is really quite stunning. If IRON 
MAIDEN decided to play grindcore it would 
sound something like FULL FRONTAL 
ASSAULT. Pleasant-sounding, almost 
delicate traces of melody serve as intros and 
counterpoise to an otherwise unbridled aural 
assault. The music has a complexity and 
intricacy rarely heard in grindcore that is 
obviously informed by many an hour 
listening to virtuoso metal. I'm not talking 
math metal here. I'm talking ferocious and 
unremitting power violence flavored 
grindcore... with added textures. The CD 
features a few surprise goodies as well. 

There is a hidden track that is a well 
recorded live cover of SLAYER'S "Angel of 
Death." There is also an autoplay 
video for the first couple of tunes that shows 
the band in full raging glory on stage. It is 
worth noting the video is a bit disturbing with 
numerous clips of atrocious gig violence 
including multiple shots of immensely 
macho pinheads ganging up in several-on- 
one attacks including kicking and beating 
people who are down.

You could burn some valuable brain cells 
trying to think of a better musical merger 
than JELLO BIAFRA and the MELVINS, but 
why would you? It would be the definition of 
"an effort in futility.” The Jello Melvins... 

This is quite literally a punk rock tour de 
force. In fact, this is so good and in so many 
ways that I will be hard pressed to 
enumerate them all in one short review, but 
I'll try. Musically THE MELVINS are at the top 
of their game. No noise-drenched 
experimentation here, just cranked, cruising, 
and crushing punk rock n roll. THE 
MELVINS do a fan-damn-tastic job of 
providing a musical playground for Jello's 
wit "n whine without relegating themselves 
to the role of being mere support players. 
This is 110% MELVINS but still somehow 
sounds 110% DEAD KENNEDYS... Maybe the 
fact Jello wrote or co-wrote the entire album 
has a bit to do with that? The music on this 
album sounds like it could have come one 
year after "Bedtime For Democracy" rather 
than eighteen years after. I daresay this 
sounds more DK than the current Jello-less 
touring version of the band (pseudo band?). 
Jello takes the thunderous reverberation 
being laid down by the MELVINS and 
completely harnesses it. Jello hasn t been 
this... well... JELLO FREAKIN' BIAFRA since 
the heyday of the DEAD KENNEDYS (not 
even with the stellar NO WTO COMBO one-off 
project). His sardonic humor is at its ever- 
loving best on this CD. His acid tongue 
bums holes in everything from the 
conventional wisdom on terrorism to 
questionable medical ethics to religious 
fanaticism to SUVs. Yes. unadulterated "anti- 
everything" raging has lost its potency and 
its ability to promote thought thanks to the 
never-ending blather of the 
internet, but Jello is still a great listen.

Lair of the Minotaur ooze 
primal male rage, not bullshit nerdy white 
guy with a gun killing his co-workers one 
Tuesday lunch break, but Mongol hordes 
pillaging their way across Asia towards their 
vision of a new world. If you've been paying 
attention. Lair of the Minotaur are generally 
described as being influenced by Celtic Frost 
and Stayer, which they undoubtedly are. but 
that's like saying Crossed Out were 
influenced by Ripcord and Napalm Death.

This old Boston band pretty much laid the 
groundwork for about every stylistic take on 
fast and extreme music there is, influencing 
everyone from NAPALM DEATH. INFEST. 

FEAR OF GOD. SOB to every power violence 
band and practically to every black/death 
metal band (though they probably don t even 
realize it). This is yet another version of the 
"Drop Dead" demo from 1984. a truly 
legendary recording session by Lou 
Giordano, seminal Boston hardcore 
recording dude. This is the thrash-core of the 
deranged and easily one of the fastest bands 
of their time. Sadly never getting much 
attention past some compilation tracks and 
this rare demo, this demo was at the top of 
every tape trader s list worldwide for years 
until the rash of bootlegs on Psychomania in 
the late 80's/early 90 s. followed by Relapse 
snapping up the CD rights by the end of the 
nineties, and now Deep Six bringing it back 
to vinyl, where it belongs, today. This bands 
real influence lies in Kevin Mahoney s vocal 
attack. A voracious mix of growling vocals, 
shrieking pre-black metal "evil witch" 
banshee yells and biting traditional hardcore 
style. At times he verges into death metal 
territory with disturbed, guttural growls, 
totally unheard of at the time. All the while 
the band is playing as fast as any band at the 
time did. faster than DRI easily, putting these 



guys way ahead of their time as far as 
extreme music went. "Starvation". "Sad But 
True" and "Conform" (a song covered 
probably more times than it was originally 
played) are probably some the best hardcore 
thrash songs ever written with some of the 
craziest riffing and drumming ever laid down 
in the name of hardcore...easy.

SF&L: Your generation failed the test, 
eh? What’s some shit that really fires 
you up about the hardcore punk scene 
or just in general? 


CAM: Nothing as a whole, but lots of little things. I like 
good bands with bad attitudes, atonal guitar solos, 
and people who ennoble DIY as something sustainable 
and professional rather than participating in a culture 
of mediocrity. 

JASON: I get fired up thinking that I’m going to pick up 
my bass and try to write the best song I can. 

DAN: I think at this point making records is the 







most exciting and assuring aspect of my 
life. Fortunately, this isn’t just limited to my 
involvement in UNDER PRESSURE, as I’ve 
taught myself some other instruments and will 
be making records in various endeavors for a 
long time. 

PAT: The thing that gets me about punk is 
that there are “ no rules”, but there are lots of 
RULES. We plan to ram the mummified middle 
finger of Vince Taylor down the throats of so- 
called punk rockers. 

SF&L: You guys have already done 
a few tours in Canada and the US. 
Any weird tales from the road? 
Especially the tour that Dan’s dad 
went on... had to be some funny 
shit going on there. Any stand out 
shows in general? 

CAM: Doing some touring with parents was 
something I was initially really nervous about, 
but on the tour Hal was right in there, no bad 
vibes. He witnessed a lot of wierd shit and was 
awesome to travel with. Parents willingness 
to accompany us and accommodate us is 
basically what mobilized us to do what we’re 
doing now, independent of that option. As for 
that tour with Hal, my memory is kind of foggy 
in regards to the GLW days. But the most 


recent Under Pressure tour out east was a lot of 
fun. People packed into close quarters, a good 
chance of me getting hurt - these things make 
for pretty lively nights and were not in short 
supply. I didn’t have time to think about torn 
cartilage or sleep deprivation. 

SF&L: Any tours planned for the 
semi-near future? I remember 
Jason talking about wanting to go 
to Japan a few months back... 

CAM: We need to broaden interest before we 
embark on something like that, we realized... 
but yeah, we’ll make it there ASAP. We’re going 
to finish our LP and then do a full US tour, as 
well as Western Canada. The idea is to keep 
busy in 2005, not to lose any of the momentum 
we’ve gathered so far. 

SF&L: Are you guys all in like five 
other bands? 

CAM: There’s not really much on the peripheral 
for me, I write songs here and there outside 
of the band as does Pat, but we’re yet to do 
anything with 'em. Under Pressure is pretty 
much a full-time thing for me. Dan is in an 
absolutely shredding metal band called Electro 
Quarterstaff, they’ll be recording for Willowtip 
soon, I imagine. I do yield a bass sporadically 
in Dan’s Swedish-inspired band called Skeleton 


along with our friend Mike, there’s a 7” EP 
coming out on Cries of Pain. Dan does a 
couple of recording projects called Archagathus 
and Loutish, Loutish has a 7” coming out on 
Torture Garden Records. Pat was in a dark, 
crusty kind of band called Fuckmorgue who 
have broken up. They have a website but I 
don’t remember it... you’d better just google it 
because if I guess at it you’ll probably wind up 
with some weird ass necrophile shite. 

JASON: No time for side projects. I intensively 
focus on writing for Under Pressure. If I started 
anything else I’d be compromising my output. 
SF&L: What are some of the best 
things about being in the band for 
you personally? Anything that ever 
makes you question why you keep 
at it? 

CAM: I like playing live, I like the music and 
I think there’s some great songs. The other 
members are all close friends, and everything 
we’ve done as a band, personally and 
professionally, charts a truly rewarding growth 
together. I guess what makes me question all 
of this shit, although not for long or all that 
seriously, would be resulting health problems 
and injuries, as well as the financial suicide 
entailed in getting a record out or doing a tour. I 
wonder about the sustainability of something so 
expensive and extreme, we don’t seem to have 
the aid of any kind of hype machine lining our 
pockets and it gets frustrating. But then I stop 
thinking about it. These are the kind of things 
that only ever occur to me before my first cup of 
coffee, along with the death rattle, har har. Then 
it’s all go. 

JASON: I love playing live, I love hitting the 
road, seeing new places and meeting new 
people. I love the rush of writing and playing 
something powerful, as well as the satisfaction 
of holding a record in my hands and knowing 
that a very involved and unique process 
went into making it. In my mind, it’s a way of 
achieving immortality. Might seem silly to some 
but I’m very passionate about this band. 

PAT: I just want to make music I haven’t heard 
before. It gets harder and harder, but it’s so 
much fuckin’ fun. 

SF&L: Does being in such an active 
band ever fuck up your personal 
life or is the band the primary thing 
in your life at this point? 

CAM: It’s a big deal to me, so it sort of assumes 
the position of being the center of all things. 
Yeah, I’m busy, it messes up my personal life 
to some extent. But I don’t forget, even for a 
second, that this is pretty much all I’ve ever 
seen myself doing, so I want to everything I can 
with it, I want to work hard at it. I think most 
people I know understand. 

JASON: At this point in my life, I’ve adjusted 
my environment so I can focus 100% on 
the band and still have everything else hang 
in the balance. I work in a group home for 
developmentally delayed teens... 12-hour 
concentrated shifts so I have more time off to 
write and practice. It’s also easy to book time 
off when I need to. It pays well enough to cover 
the bills. Things are working out alright. 

DAN: Yeah, it fucks stuff up a little, but if it 
isn’t important enough for that to happen then 
I don’t know if it’s even important enough to 
bother putting this much energy into it. 

PAT: Not really. I don’t do much else, besides 
write songs for imaginary bands. I’m also trying 
to teach myself piano and violin, with limited 
success. 

SF&L: Who writes most of your 
lyrics? Is that a crucial part of the 
band and, if it is, do you see your 









lyrics as being more of a release 
valve or are you actually trying 
to get a message across? Ever 
written anything and then read 
back through the lyrics sheet later 
and wondered what it was you 
were getting at? 

CAM: I am responsible for all of that drivel. I 
write really self-consciously, so pretty much 
everything that winds up being part of a 
song was at least initially a spontaneous or a 
stream-of-consciousness thing, I only stifle 
myself when I labour over it too much. So 
consequently I do wonder what I was thinking in 
writing a particular lyric. But we’re not a political 
band per se, we don’t have a platform and 
that’s not what I want people to take away from 
it, so I’m not really afraid of contradicting myself 
in the interest of spontaneous expression. First 
and foremost it serves as a release... and any 
point that we’re trying to make is secondary to 
or interwoven with that purpose. 

PAT: I rewrote the lyrics for our Jezus and 
the Gospelfuckers cover. However, midway 
through the song Cam just started screaming 
like a donkey with it’s nuts caught in a bear 
trap, so it doesn’t really matter. 

SF&L: Sometimes hardcore punk 
can seem pretty by the numbers 
and safe for the whole family... 
anything really grabbed you by 
the throat and demanded your 
attention in the past year or so? 
CAM: Ahem, Brody’s Militia seem to making 
some fairly rocking noise that is pleasing to 
my ears, as well as the Runnamucks, Cold 
Sweat, Career Suicide, Action, DFA... As far as 
originality and character goes, these bands are 
leading the North American pack in my eyes. 
Japanese hardcore is another story entirely, 
and there’s some fierce European shite... 
Widespread Bloodshed, Blood I Bleed, No 
Hope for the Kids, lots of stuff. I’ll admit that I 
primarily listen to older music. But with reason... 
I like songs, you know? I like to remember what 
I just heard. 

SF&L: Are there still plans to 
release the GLW album? 

CAM: Yeah, right now it looks like it will be 
released by CAL-3 records out of Winnipeg 
itself, http://www.calthree.com . The project 
has only just been picked up after being on the 
backburner at some other labels for a while, so 
although I know not when, the near future will 
see its release. 

SF&L: What’s the next release for you guys? 

Has the sound progressed more or any weird 
additions to the Under Pressure attack plan? 
CAM: We’re writing for our full-length as 
well as a 12” EP to be released on Ugly Pop 
Records out of Canada. Certainly the sound is 
progressing, but it’s rooted in a lot of the same 
influences. Other than that, why let the cat out 
of the bag? 

SF&L: Motorhead, Poison Idea, OP 
Dirty Bastard... some of your main 
influences are drunks and junkies. 
Ever consider some whiskey and 
weed to super-charge the band 
even further? 

CAM: Shit man, I have enough problems 
keeping my life together without all of that. 

To clarify, it’s never been part of any “mission 
statement” to portray ourselves as a straight¬ 
edge band. Each members relationship with 
drugs, alcohol, or whatever is their own 
business and we don’t really advocate any kind 
of abstinence whatsoever, maybe a little bit of 
responsibility. I really don’t care what people 
put in their bodies if it doesn’t interfere with 


their character or my ability to relate to them. I 
should say that the point of the Habits record, 
maybe it was misinterpreted a little. It was 
more to portray over-indulgences and habits 
as being part of the human experience, it was 
in no way a condemnation of all of that or a 
“straight edge” thing. The original idea behind 
the presentation was to be ambiguous, to have 
a malleable message if that makes any sense. 
JASON: I used to loosely tie myself to the 
straight edge tag but I’ve never X’d up or been 
involved in any lameass mentality/shitty music 
lifestyle, and today I will distance myself from 
the tag when it’s occasionally inferred upon me, 
just because I play hardcore punk and don’t 
consume drugs or alcohol. 

DAN: Not that long ago I called myself straight 
edge and consciously abstained from all that... 
although I guess over the past couple years 
I’ve grown a little apathetic and I don’t really 
care about any of that at all anymore. Right 
now I don’t use drugs...and my main reason 
for not drinking much is that most alcohol just 
tastes gross. I’m more of a tea and pop man, 
personally. 

CAM: Black coffee. 

PAT: I enjoy drinking. I like to pretend that I’m 
Ernest Hemingway when I’m drunk, stabbing 
at the cold, cruel world with hard, declarative 
sentences. I’ve also had some interesting 


excursions into the realm of psychedelic 
substances, culminating in a 3-day period 
where my ex-girlfriend and I were convinced 
that we had become cats, and acted as such. 
SF&L: Name a few new or local 
bands from your area that people 
should check out... 

DAN: Kursk are a pretty new band that have a 
7” coming out soon and Putrescence are a treat 
if you’re into Carcass influenced grindcore (who 
are soon doing a split 7” with Switzerland’s 
Embalming Theater. There’s also a duo with an 
experimental math rock approach that, along 
with the two other aforementioned bands, 
contains members of the recently defunct Head 
Hits Concrete, they’re called Prague. 

CAM: All of the aforementioned, KENmode, 
the City Champs, Husk, Shock Em’ Dead, 
the Insaniacs, Electro Quarterstaff, Dibiase, 

Hide Your Daughters... there’s lots going on 
here right now, and unfortunately a few bands 
breaking up, new ones starting, as always. 
Really a pretty busy city as far as music is 
concerned.

Me and Ola started Massgrav 
back in 1995-96 in a small shitty town called 
Skovde in Sweden. Back then we had a guy 
called Erlando on drums but he only lasted a 
couple of rehearsals and a demotape. We 
sacked him cause he was too slow. Then 
we had sort of a break from Massgrav for 
34 years when Ola moved to Stockholm. 

We did do some rehearsing in Ola's small 
apartment when I visited him but it wasn't 
that serious. I moved to Stockholm in 
1999 and then we got started again. We 
found a drummer called Conny Slagga 
and recorded the "Fast i Skiten" demo. Now 
that one didn't really turn out the way Ola 
and me wanted. Crappy songs and crappy 
drums resulted in us sacking Conny, writing 
some new songs and looking for a new slave to 
put behind the drums. We found Indy and 
here we are today, on top of the 
world. 

Indy: They found me in 


possible way. I'd say Norse is the biggest hit 
with the ladies, he's the one living the life of the 
midlife crisis playboy from hell. I'm probably 
the toughest though. I'm a meat, potatoes and 
knuckle sandwiches kinda guy. 

Indy: Fuck, that makes me the weakest then... 
You guys have had several drummers 
since you started. Is it hard to find a 
solid drummer in Sweden or are Ola 
and Johan just so demanding that most 
guys can't keep up? 

Johan: Oh it's hard to find a fast one that 
can cope with the songs Ola and 

I are writing. Most

Ola: The early 
days was a 
fucked-up

punkdrummers in Sweden just wants to play the 
slow d-beat in the vein of Discharge, Meanwhile 
and Wolfpack, which is such a bore! So I guess 
we're kind of demanding, but after we found 
Indy there are no problems since he was born to 
be in Massgrav. 

Indy: Correction, I was born to die in Massgrav. 
Ola: Correction number two and three: yes, there 
are problems since Indy keeps breaking down 
and getting sick (probably due to him eating 
nothing but fruit soup and potato chips) and no, 
we're not very demanding or we'd have sacked 
his ass a million years ago for being a weakling. 
But... when he occasionally does manage to 
drum, he does it good, so he stays. 

Indy, who are your drumming) mentors, 
forefathers, heroes, etc... and do you 
ever try to test the speed limits of these 
two old fuckers you're in the band with? 
Indy: Hell, it's actually them trying to kill me with 
their merciless songwriting. It's like "Ok, Indy, 
play as fast as you can", and I do that and then I 
die. It's pure torture. 

Some or my fave drummers are Nicke 
Andersson (Nihilist/Entombed), Hoccy (G-Anx/ 
Counterblast), Dennis The Menace (Macabre) 
and Jallo (No Security), but I can't play like 
them, so I usually ena up sounding like the d-beat 
version of Ventor on Kreator's "Pleasure to kill"- 
album. I think that chaotic style suits Massgrav 
pretty good. 

Judging from your vocals (coz the only 
Swedish word I know is "fitta") you 
luys seem sorta pissed. What's the 
Iriving force for all that hate? 

Johan: All lyrics deal with hate in some form, it's 
the whole concept idea with Massgrav. Pick a 
subject that makes you angry and filled 
with hate, ana the ultimate 
way to deal with it is to 
make a Massgrav song 
and just release 
the fucking fury! 
After all, blind, 
unfocused 
rage is the 
emotional 
core of 
all great 
art. And 
















experienced that, you can make rock'n'roll. Most 
of my lyrics deal with different sort of people that 
I don't like: My bosses, cops, politicians, "the 
rich and famous", the punks and the crusties. 

Ola: You'd think being born male in one of the 
richer countries of the world would give you less 
to complain about, but yet I find myself brimming 
with hatred several times a day, figuring out 
things to do to punish people that piss me off, 
daydreaming about going postal. My songs are 
usually more focused on the pointiessness of life, 
the despair and anguish and cold, black hatred 
that runs in my veins instead of blood. How's that 
for pretentious bullshit? 

Indy: And of course, all lyrics are based on true 
events. The opening track on our album, "Va 
ere for fel pa socialen", is actually about Terje 
from Arsedestroyer, whom I lived with for two 
and a half years, and who suddenly stopped 
paying the electricity bill. We had to live in the 
coldest darkness for three weeks. Crust as fuck. 
Norwegian black metal. 

Do you ever get tired of having to draw 
those little dots and circles over your 
vowels? 

Johan: No. Do you ever get tired of having 
fourteen fingers, small eyes, a big nose and 
playing the banjo? 

Indy: Hey, this is an important question! I sure 
*1 get tired of doing that shit, cuz 
it wastes my precious time. 
Anything that may speed 
up this shitty thing we 
call daily life is good. 
Fast forward to the 
inevitable death, 
please. 

Ola: Nah, 
you replace 
the two dots 
with a line 
and the 
little 


circle with a dot and it's really no sweat. Now, 
the French, there's a people who should get their 
act together and get rid of at least half or the 
stupid extra little things that make their language 
a complete disaster. I hate French. 

How come there aren't more straight 
edge bands from Sweden? 

Indy: Well, there was a couple of years ago, 
but it seems like all of them assholes were just 
trendy, stupid kids who couldn't think individual 
thoughts, imagining they could make a difference 
by not drinking beer. You see, in Sweden 
everybody follow trends and since it's not trendy 
to be straight edge anymore there aren't any sXe* 
bands left. As simple as that. 

Johan: The whole 
Umea-scene with 
Refused, 

Abhinanda 
and all 
the 
other 
crap 


by block! 

Indy: I heard Uncurbed have mended their bent 
edge and now survive on juice and green tea 
alone, so I guess it's time for the ecological crust 
movement to take over soon. 

Ola: Whatever. The best thing about the sXe 
scene being dead is I no longer have to see 
their boring, sterile, ugly fanzines and I don't 
have to listen to their boring vegan jokes. I miss 
kicking their asses though, thank god there are 
still crusties. 

By the time this interview sees the light 
of day, the new CD wilt have been 
unleashed on the unprepared world of 
hardcore. Anything to say that would 
make the uninformed folks wanna go 
out and buy your album instead of 
the newest band featuring that guy 
from DS-13? 

Indy: If you want to get the feeling of 
having your whole body demolished 
by a jackhammer gone mad, you 
should get the Massgrav-CD. If 
you want poses

Right now it seems like Massgrav 
is the only true hardline, sXe band in 
Sweden and that really is a shame. 
But you can count on us man... We'll 
create a firestorm to purify, street 
by street - block 












and emoshit you should get whatever else comes 
your way. 

Johan: To be honest with you I haven't heard 
Suicide Blitz, but I've heard they are a band 
with a tough as hell "we hate everything and 
everybody, fuck off and die"-image, but in reality 
they just play some sort of emopunk. Sounds 
lame to me. 

Ola: Just look at usl Old, ugly and fat (at least 
me), not a cool fiber in our bodies. That should 
tell you we have to put it all in the music, our 
looks sure won't sell any albums (not that I'm 
implying anyone else sells albums by sporting 
cool tattoos and cop hats, no sir, not me). We 
didn't spend one nickel on make-up, we spent it 
all on speed, hooks and hatred! 

Have you guys done much touring? Any 
future plans for it? 

Johan: We've been way too lazy to even 
consider touring. With this line-up Massgrav has 
only done a few gigs so far, but with the new CD 
out we are prepared to hit the road. We would 
love to do some touring in the US or Japan, for 
example. Feel free to contact us and well work 
something out. Be prepared for lots of blood, 
insults, violence and chaos. Pretty much like The 
Dwarves back in the days. 

Ola: Be prepared to pay for limos and hotels 
and shit though, Escorbuto Records spoiled us in 
that way. No sleeping on the floor in your shitty 
squat. 

What are some of the main influences 
for you guys? Any current bands that 
really kick your ass? 

Indy: Mob 47, Krigshot, Frigora and Dropdead 
are pretty obvious influences, I guess. I still listen 
to a lot of grindcore, like Arsedestroyer and 
old Napalm Death. As for the new bands that 
influences me... that's pretty hard. I don't think 
there's anything that influences my playing in 
Massgrav anyway, but I recently discovered the 
"Nemo saltat $obrius"-EP by llldad which had 
some mighty fine tracks. 

Johan: When I tried to convince Indy to play 
drums with us I told him that we soundea like 
Hellnation mixed with Krigshot! Now that's 
what I call a lie... Actually there is a band that 
I also would like to mention as a big Massgrav 
influence, an old Swedish band called Kurbits 
I.R. They released an EP called "Inget liv" back 
in 1993 or something and it's fucking amazing! 
Really fast punk stuff. To me it's one of the best 
EP's I've ever heard. But I think there are a lot 
of modern band that kick my ass! It's so fucking 
boring with all the idiots that just complain about 
everything being better in "the good ol' days" 

- fuck you assholes! Hell, there are so many great 
bands around these days. Just listen to bands 
like Diskonto, Uncurbed, Yacopsae, Krigshot, 
Victims, Sayyadina, Backstabbers Inc, The Fasts, 
9 Shocks Terror, Kontrovers... I could go on for 
ages. Listening to all these great bands I really 
don't miss old farts like Mob 47, Siege and 
Infest. And when it comes to Krigshot... Man, 
they are so fucking great - totally untouchable!! 
"Orebromangel" is THE best punkalbum ever 
made. Me and Indy once drove like 250 km, 
one way, to see Krigshot perform their first and 
so far only gig. All hail Kriashot! 

Ola: And to continue, I'd like to drop a couple 
of names that sound nothing like us, but inspire 
by being fast, angry and having a bad attitude. 
Bands like Limp Wrist, Knife Fight, Jag-offs, the 
earlier mentioned Dwarves (the way tney used to 
be), ATR... I could go on here... 

What did you buy with your first royalty 
check from SP? 

Johan: Haven't got it yet, but we'll invest 
everything in the stocx market. Or maybe we'll 


just buy some more napalm. 

Indy: I hope to get a house in Venice. 

Ola: Knowing the others, I'll probably never see 
that check. If I do, I'll get me some more gear 
and some cheap beer, that's all it takes to keep 
me a bit less rabid. 

What's the main thing that keeps you 
playina hardcore punk? Goals for the 
band that you haven't reached yet? Any 
shit that makes you wanna pack it in 
and start playing jazz instead? 

Johan: To me it's all about the money. 

Indy: Me too. A house in Venice... 

Ola: And beer. And a nice, juicy steak. Of 
course, Norse being sXe and all, he'll just be 
wanting some lentils and shit. 

Johan: But seriously, we just like playing as fast 
and angry music as we can and if somebody 
else likes what we do - fine - good for them. No 
goals, we just wanna do more gigs outside of 
Sweden. Tne way I see it there's only one thing 
that could slow us down and lead us onto the 
right hand path (jazz), and that's if Indy's weak 
arms can't keep up with the pace. The man really 
needs to get some work out done. 

Indy: Hey, I work out everyday in front of my 
Playstation along with a bucket of chips, so no 
fucking around! I feel as strong as Conan (the 
librarian, not the barbarian). I'm into power 
yoga as well. As for goals, I'd like to combine 
playing gigs with seeing some strange places 
ana cultures before this fucked up world is put 
to dust. Another goal would be to release a ten 
inch, maybe a split with some of our fave bands. 
I'm into tapes as well, so a tape release would 
be cool. See, we haven't got much bigger plans 
than that, hehe... 

Ola: I want us to do some of those crust patches, 
the ones that are, like, made out of old sheets, 
so that all crushes can wear them, not knowing 
we hate them. That's my goal. That, and going to 
Japan. And the main thing about that will be to 
tell the boss "I need some time off, we're touring 
Japan". Fucker. 

What's Stureplan and why do you 
wanna dump napalm on it? 

Johan: Stureplan is a place in Stockholm where 
all the rich and famous people hang out. You 
know, fancy restaurants, trendy boutiques, 
women in fur, yuppies, wannabees, the royal 
family, Suicide Blitz, Totalt Jdvla Morker... 

Indy: 1 like women in fur, though... 

Is it hard living in constant fear of 
Finland invading your country? 

Indy: Yeah, it really is! I truly believe that the 
damned Finns are planning on taking over 
the world or something. Finland is so dose to 
Sweden, still we hear nothing, absolutely nil, 
from that country when it comes to news etc... 

It's really strange, and they speak this language 
which is so totally different from Swedish, 
Norwegian and Danish. I'm totally convinced 
that Finland is occupied by aliens. Scary shit. 
Johan: Finland is a fucking wasteland filled 
with drunken retards and disgusting beer, and 
everyone in Finland looks like an albino... The 
only good thing that came out of that country 
since they left the union with Sweden is Impaled 
Nazarene, but even they have wimped out 
lately... To me, all the Finnish punkbands suck 
ass. They are so slow and boring - just the 
ordinary slow fucking d-beat shit. So, as long as 
they can't keep up with the pace of Massgrav I 
don't really think we do need to fear the Finnish 
invasion. By the way, the worst thing with Finland 
is that no one in the whole world understands 
what they say - Finnish is probably the ugliest 
language on the globe. I'll tell you - Japanese 
makes more sense to me than tne sounds they 


make in the woods of Suomi. 

Indy: Well, I like Kaaos and Riistetyt, no matter 
what you say, big mouth! 

Ola: We used to rule them a few hundred years 
back and they still acknowledge our superiority, 
I'd say. Going to Finland is like going back in 
time to the seventies, everything is fucking bleak 
and ugly. They suck. Oh, and Norse is a closet 
Klamydia fan, just so you know. 

What do you guys do to get in the 
mood to crank out the pissed off noise? 
Trapped in a small shack clad in wolf 
skin boots during the six month winters 
must make writing all that hateful shit 
no problem? 

Indy: Ola drinks a bottle of napalm, Johan rapes 
himself and l inhale darkness. And hey, I ain't 
got no lame ass wolf skin boots! I wear Armani 
Seal Skin Sandals (ASSS) exclusively! That's the 
biggest secret for making the Scandinavian d- 
beat of death. 

Johan: Writing hateful shit is no problem. The 
real problem is that we're so fucking lazy and 
that our drummerboy is such a weakling... I read 
on the internet that "Massgrav could be as big as 
Ramones and Clash but their drummer is so weak 
they can't do any major touring"... 

Indy: Never believe what buagerfuckers write on 
the internet. I am Conan, I tell you! 

Ola: I'd say the biggest problem (apart from 
Indy's poor quality) is that we're so dumb, we 
have to practice songs over and over again, 
even though they're dead easy. Our rehearsals 
have improved since we got a new place where 
we can all stand up straight, the old one had a 
really low ceiling with sharp objects sticking out. 
It's so much easier to do what we do without 
blood running down your face, let me tell you. 
Are Hie new tunes you've been writing 
even more insane man the last batch? 
You guys ever gonna do a concept 
album or rock opera? 

Johan: We're actually composing an epic 
rock opera about the thrasn metal scene right 
now. Some working titles that can be revealed 
exclusively to the readers of SFL are: "Reign in 
hate", "Bonded by hate", "Hatred descends" 
and "Pleasure to hate". But I heard that Ken 
Pollution is skeptical when it comes to releasing 
this nugget. Sound Pollution may not be ready for 
this masterpiece yet. 

Indy: The new songs are so damned 
fast I can't even remember them. It's just 
"sccchhhwwwiiisshhh", and then it's over. 

Ola: When we recorded "Napalm...", we also 
recorded a cover that won't be on the album, 
we're saving it in case anyone is putting together 
a good compilation that we want to contribute 
to. Anyway, that song was fast as hell and 
now I find all songs I write are that fast. Expect 
some fast shit in the future, that's all I can say. 
Concept? All our songs are about hatred, can it 
get any more conceptual than that? 

Johan: We'll probably enter the studio in April 
or May to record them. We'll actually enter the 
studio earlier than that, to record a song for an 
upcoming Napalm Death-tribute. It's a tribute to 
the amazing "Scum"-album and we'll cover the 
song "Control". Of course we'll do it in Swedish. 
Indy: And to finish this off I'd like to dedicate 
"Napalm over Stureplan" to Mieszko Talarczyk 
as a tribute to the mighty Krigshot, a band which 
has influenced us a lot - and still will. Peace, 
Mieszko, wherever you are.

How did Bad Posture 
form? 



Bad Posture formed by total 
accident. I was working the 
door at my all time favorite 
club The Tool & Die on 
Valencia Street in the 
Mission of SF in late 1981. I 
met and hung out all that 
night with two kids that had 
moved to SF from 
Brownsville, Texas. We got 
along right away. Emilio 
played bass, Eddie guitar, 
they were looking for a 
singer. I met them a couple 
of days later at a rehearsal, 
it was different from anything 
I had ever heard. Lots of 
lead guitar that nobody else 
sounded like. I was jacked 
when they asked me to join 
up with them that day when 
we were done. Most of us 
were on General Assistance 
at that time, we would trade 
in all our food stamps to buy 
beer and live in the welfare 
hotels. Back then it was the

Tell us how the hell a 
young 4-Way got 
turned onto the punk 
subculture, you were 
born in Oakland, CA 
correct? 

I left Oakland when I was 2 
years old. I am a military 
brat. My family went to 
Japan; we were there for 
two years, then Germany for 
four years, Turkey for a year, 
Denmark for a year, England 
for six years. I finished high 
school in England and then 
moved to LA. Living in 
England from 1972 -1978 is 
what turned me onto music. 

I was a huge glam freak 
when I was a kid, listening to 
T-Rex, Suzie Quatro, Roxie 
Music, Ziggie Stardust, 
Slade. Then I bought the 
first Damned single in 1976 
and it was over. I was 
straight in from that day. 
Went to so many shows I 
can't even come close to 
naming them all. Left 
London in June of 1978 to 
live in LA, thought nothing 
would be there to listen to 
but found a lot of cool shit. 
Lived the Hollywood drug 
addicted cool kid London 
punk thing. Did a lot of 
fucked up shit, hung out with 
all the other junkie losers 
such as myself, blah, blah, 
blah. Moved to SF in 1981 
to get off junk, got strung out 


on meth instead, that was 
one of my smarter moves. 
Forgot to sleep for three 
years. Ran a thriving 
business keeping all the 
other punk tweaks well 
supplied. Definitely my very 
favorite era of all the music 
was here in SF. Most 
interviews want to know all 
about the first wave from 
England or the early daze of 
LA, no way. The bands, 
clubs, and scene from SF 
while I was there blows it all 
away. Could write a whole 
book about it all I guess, but 


that is not what I want to 
ever do. Every time I ever 
tell about any of it there is 
always twenty dumb fuckers 
who are ready to jump right 
in and start correcting me 
about all their facts. I didn’t 
learn any of it by reading ten 
thousand fanzines, 
collecting stories from stupid 
fucked up books written 
mostly by assholes who 
were never there and 
collected their knowledge by 
interviewing other fucks who 
were also either never there 
or were so strung out their 







me when we were done 
about maybe playing 
together some 
time. I saw him 
at a party a 
couple of weeks 
later, told him 
about the thing I 
had just started 
with 
Emilio 
and 



easiest way. I met Steve at 
a club called The Sound Of 
Music at a show when a 
band called The Tanks were 
playing. He was tight with 
the players in that band. 
That night their bass player 
walked off in the middle of 
the set. I had never met the 
band, but for some reason I 
ended up jumping up 
grabbing the bass and 
played the rest of the set 
with them. Steve was 
there, watching, he talked to 


Eddie, 

invited him down to 
rehearsal. He came i 
down the next week, 
funny that I never asked 
Emilio or Eddie if they 
even wanted another 
guitar, just asked Steve 
down on my own, have 
no idea why. When he 
came down they had 
no idea who he was or 
why he was there. To 
make it even stupider, I 
was not there that day. 
He just showed up and 
jammed with them for 
three hours. After that 
he was in. I had never 
seen him play before I 
asked him to come down. 
Didn't know if he could 
play. Just liked his 
attitude. John worked with 
Emilio and was playing with 
them when I met them. 


Tell us about the SF 
punk scene and your 
early gigs. 

The SF scene was small 
and close. We all knew 
each other well. There 
were about 200 of us tops. 
There were two different 
things going on then. There 
were the big shows that 
Paul Rat 


would put together a couple 
of times a month with bands 
from England, LA and NYC 
playing along with a few 
from SF. Those shows 
were at the old Fillmore, 
which he called The Elite 
Club. Those shows would 
be packed but most of 
those kids only went out to 
those shows. There were 
shows almost every night in 
the small clubs, The Sound 
Of Music, The Tool & Die, 
The Mabuhay, The On 
Broadway, and at parties 
bands would play. Those 
nights there would be the 
same crew of 150 - 200 of 
us hanging out. We didn't 
care much who was 
playing, we just went out 
to be out, lot of us were 
on speed and just 
wanted something to do. 
Our first ever gig was a 
New Years Eve gig at The 
Tool & Die with The Fuck- 
Ups. We played with them 
all the time after that. They 
were much better then 
anybody ever gives them 
credit for. They don't have 
much recorded other then 
the one single but those of 
us that saw them know. We 
played with The Dead 
Kennedys on our second 
show, Steve had played 
with their drummer DH in 
The Speed Boys, so he got 
us on the show through 
him. People liked us that 
night; we started getting 
good shows right away. It 
didn't take long; we were 
headlining shows ourselves 
within three months. There 
was no plan, we never tried 
to book anything ourselves, 
we would get calls from 
clubs or other bands to play 
and we did. We would do 
every show we were asked 
to play. Since I was used to 
work the door at The Tool & 
Die, I knew the people over 
there well and they would 
let me do after hours shows 
there that would start after 


all the other clubs would 
close. We would do one 
whenever we knew there 
would be a strong turnout 
some place else. I would 
go to the first club and hand 
out flyers that night and 
most of the kids would end 
up at our show later. Didn't 
really hate any other bands. 
There were plenty of them I 
didn't think had good songs 
but I didn't hate them for 
that. The bands we were 
playing with mostly were 
The Fuck-Ups, Flipper, The 
Lewd, Fang, Girls On 
Drugs, The Wild Women Of 
Borneo, The Tanks, some 
LA bands would ask the 
clubs for us to be on the bill 
whenever they came up. 
The Circle Jerks and Social 
Distortion both did. Keith 
Morris hung out with us. 

The Mentors came up three 
or four times to play with us. 
They were another band 
that people all remember for 
the wrong reasons. They 
could really play. 


You mention 
prevalent drug use. 
SF (and California in 
general), like New 
York City, seemed to 
be more like scenes 
of fuck-ups and drug 
using was a way of 
punk life. But the 
rest of the east coast 
had the suburban 
straight edge 
bands... 

Straight edge was not 
anything I ever cared to 
think much about. I loved 
the way Minor Threat 
sounded, Bad Posture 
played with them, we all 
hung out after the show at 
MDC's house. They were 
not into trying to convert 
any of us into thinking like 
them. They had their own 










thing going on, we had 
ours, nobody was worried 
about it either way. They 
just loved to play with other 
bands that were intense 
and had a crazy crew that 
would go off at the shows. 

It never was as big of a deal 
as people like to pretend. 7 
Seconds stayed at a house 
that a bunch of us lived in a 
few times when they were 
in town. They were real 
cool. Never preached to 
any of us. They never gave 
a fuck if we were down with 
their trip. Don’t think it ever 
even came up. 


Tell us about the 
release of your 12" 
record. Did you guys 
plan all along to 
make records or did 
it just happen by 
accident? 

The Bad Posture 12" was 


not even supposed to be a 
record when we recorded it. 
We went in to record a 
single. We were living in 
NYC by then. Steve had 
been replaced by Susan, 
who had moved out to NYC 
from SF. We knew her in 
SF as she played guitar in 
The Tanks and The Wild 
Women Of Borneo. Mike 
Marer was the new 
drummer. John stayed in 
SF when we me, Emilio, 
and Eddie came to NYC. 


Wait a second...so 
you up and moved to 
New York City? What 
caused this cross¬ 
country move? 

We didn’t actually move to 
NYC on purpose. My meth 
merchandising empire 
started to get out of hand in 
SF and I was getting more 
attention from the SFPD 
then I was willing to deal 


with. My phone was 
tapped, I was followed 
every time I left the house, 
my brother even started to 
get fucked with. For 
months I was convinced it 
was just my own speed- 
induced paranoia and that 
none of that stuff was going 
on, but then everybody that 
knew me, tweaks or not 
started getting freaked out 
by it all. I left SF, came to 
NYC and stayed with Susan 
(The Tanks) who had 
moved to NYC about six 
months earlier. Eddie and 
Emilio came out to NYC 
about three months after I 
flipped out and met me 
here. They had been trying 
to replace me in the band 
but weren't having much 
luck. They came out and 
we played in NYC for a year 
or so. We did some great 
shows here during that 
time. MDC also were living 
in NYC at that time, we did 
a bunch of things with them. 
There was a club called the 
A7 that was lots of fun to 
play. We did a huge sold 
out show with the Dead 
Kennedys and MDC at the 
Beacon Theater in front of 
3,500 that year, it was 
surreal, Playboy magazine 
covered that show, I was 
looking at the issue the 
other day that it came out 
in. It is a funny article 
called "Skank Or Die". The 
writer mainly interviews 
Biafra and Dave from MDC. 
It still made me laugh to see 
the only 4way quote, "We 
are a drug edge band, all 
our songs are about getting 
fucked up so fuck you." 
They also wrote how Bad 
Posture couldn't be taken 
serious as a real punk band 
as the singer performed 
wearing nothing but pink 
tights and motorcycle boots. 
(I always liked that look 
myself). 


OK, back to the 
record... 

Chris Grayson went in with 
us into the studio. He was 
the soundman for The Dead 
Kennedys, Flipper and then 
years later The Red Hot 
Chile Peppers. Chris knew 
our songs as he worked 
with us in SF many times. 

He had us play a bunch of 
songs live, we played them 
all once each and then 
listened back. It sounded 
OK to us. We recorded that 
whole 12” in less then an 
hour. We mixed it a few 
days later. It was recorded, 
mixed, mastered in four 
hours. We printed it up 
ourselves, sent it out to a 
few stores and that was it. 
We spent less then $300 to 
make that record. The last 
song on it, "Born Sick” was 
not a real song. We were 
playing at CBGB's, we ran 
out of songs to play, the 
band started jamming on 
stage, I just started 
screaming who knows what. 
Jerry Williamson was 
working the board and 
recorded it onto a cassette 
tape without us knowing it. 
He is a great soundman, he 
recorded the Bad Brains 
ROIR tapes. When he gave 
us the tape after the show 
we took it home, listened to 
it, liked it and threw it on the 
record, just like that. We 
actually only put about half 
of the jam on the record, the 
song got retarded after a 
while. Don't think we were 
ever too excited about the 
record coming out. By the 
time people started to 
notice it and college radio 
picked up on it we were 
through. 


Inevitably, most 
punk bands break 
up. What led to the 
break up of the 








band? 

We broke up in the usual 
way it went then. I was 
strung out, they weren't, we 
stopped getting along. 

They wanted to go back to 
SF, which they did. I stayed 
here in NYC. We tried to 
play some more after that. I 
came out to play some big 
show in LA with The Circle 
Jerks, The Vandals and 
Social Distortion. I was late 
getting there, as I walked in 
Bad Posture was doing the 
last song without me. Turns 
out they played the whole 
set without me that night, 
letting whoever wanted to 
jump up from the crowd to 
sing each 

song. That was the last 
show. 


Currently, you are 
now a teacher in 
Brooklyn, NY. Tell us 


about how you got 
into teaching. Do 
your students know 
about your punk 
rock past and 
present? 

I have been teaching high 
school English in Brooklyn 
for the past 15 years. I don't 
talk with them much about 
my past, there isn't much of 
my life that happened that I 
really want them to know 
about. There is one kid that 
I taught last year that is a 
senior now that plays guitar, 
loves the old punk stuff and 
hangs out and likes to talk 
with me about the old shit 
that happened. I have tried 
to help out with some of the 
songs that he has written. 
Not sure if it really helped or 
not. I get 

along with my students 
better then most of the 
teachers I suppose. Not 
sure if it is because of stuff I 


went through when I was 
their age or not. I am sure 
that they somehow 
intuitively know that the 
crazy seven-foot white guy 
covered in tattoos in front of 
them is OK and can be 
trusted. I don't have 
anything bad to say about 
them. They are intense, full 
of an energy that has no 
limit I can see and are more 
fun to be around then most 
people I have met 
anywhere else. 


You currently play in 
the band Suicide 
King. How are things 
going with S.K.? You 
have also played 
some sporadic gigs 
with Bad Posture 
again, how have 
these gigs gone? 
Suicide King is done. We 


played for eight years, 
made a single and two full 
lengths. Did national tours, 
played lots of great shows. 
Our last show was in Japan. 
Never realized it was the 
last one at the time. When 
we got back to NYC after 
the tour our guitar player 
decided he was done. 
Without him it doesn't make 
sense, he and I wrote all the 
songs together. This past 
August Bad Posture played 
a reunion show at Lennon 
Studios in SF with Fang, 

The Lewd, The Nubs and 
Society Dog. It was the 
most fun I have had in a 
long time. I get along better 
with Eddie, Emilio and John 
now then I ever did. They 
are going to all be here in 
NYC on November 20th. 

We are going to play live on 
the radio on WFMU. It 
should be fun. 
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“[Despise You] were always one of my favourites, and they 
were always an enigma. They never played live. Ever. Not 
even once. I tried to get them to play Fiesta Grande several 
times, but they never budged. The first time Spazz came down 
to play in LA, I asked Chris Elder (DY vocalist) if he would 
get up & sing if we learned a few DY songs. He didn’t want to 
do it because he said he would be too nervous. I remember him 
saying, “Dude, I’d probably throw up.” 

Actually I think that was one of the things made DY 
so cool... the anonym¬ 
ity, right down to the 
phoney names listed on 
their records. Having 
these mysterious guys 
from a shady neigh¬ 
bourhood blasting out such aggressive tunes added an element 
of danger that most bands are never able to attain anymore. 

I love their discography CD, but it’s too bad they 
never recorded a full-length album. I offered to release one 
on Slap A Ham, but I figured it would never happen because 
Chris had his own label, Pessimiser. 

Actually there was one time that we 
talked about a DY album on Slap A 
Ham, but Chris wanted it to be an 
album of all covers, which I wasn’t 
crazy about. Most cover tunes are 
usually not well done, and are never 
superior to the original. I wanted to 
put out a DY album more than anything, but I wasn’t inter¬ 
ested in an all-covers album. I told him I even hated my own 
bands’ attempts at covers. Hopefully he wasn’t too offended.” 
Chris Dodge. 


Fucking Despise You. 

In 1995 I picked up the Despise You/ Suppression 
split 7” on Slap a Ham and I was a fan for life. From the first 
dragged out chords of Busted Outlook to the part where ‘Le¬ 
ticia’ yells, “who gives a fuck about you” in Caring Less this 
was undeniably an instant classic. 

Ten years later and I still listen to Despise You almost 
religiously. Along with Discharge’s “kept in line with trun¬ 
cheons, rifle butts and truncheons” and Poison Idea’s “quit my 
job, told my boss to stand aside”, “how do you fucking feel, 
when all your friends have died?” from Hand Me Down Exis¬ 
tence by Despise You is one of the greatest opening lines to a 


song ever. 

Despise You were one of only two bands not specifi¬ 
cally name checked by Man is the Bastard on H.S.M.P. (the 
other one being, handily enough, Suppression) that I even con¬ 
sidered Power Violence. They were a band that truly summed 
up everything power violence should be. If more bands that 
were described as power violence actually possessed some of 
the qualities that Despise You did, maybe the semi-fictitious 
genre would’ve lasted longer. Maybe we would’ve seen fewer 

bands named after hack 
actors and Simpson 
characters playing 
sloppy, meaningless 
fast crap mixed with 
sloppy, meaningless 
slow crap and more incredible bands of Despise You’s calibre. 

Musically Despise You were the perfect synthesis of 
Suicidal Tendencies-styled crossover, Repulsion-esque punk 
grind and funeral paced sludge doom. All of the above was 
wrapped up in a sound that was filthier than anything we’d 

heard since Autopsy’s halcyon days. 
Utterly savage. Instruments tuned 
lower than most bands could get 
away with and drums that sounded 
like repeated hits to the face. They 
knew when they could get away 
with what was essentially a one-riff 
song with only the drums chang¬ 
ing and they knew when they could come up with something 
far more complex. Despise You were equally at ease changing 
tempo every two bars or riding out a section for longer periods. 
And those vocals: always clear, genuinely angry and delivered 
with the same velocity intensity as early DRI, never resorting to 
guttural grunting and screaming. 

So, Despise You made some amazing records in a very 
short period of time, then nothing. In January 2005 I inter¬ 
viewed Rob Alaniz, drummer of Despise You and asked him 
some short questions about the enigmatic band, including who 
actually was in the band, to put an end to the endless specula¬ 
tion that goes along the lines of “dude, I think it was Excruciat¬ 
ing Terror with Chris Elder from Pessimiser Records on vocals” 
or “Despise You were a bunch of psychotic Crips, strung out on 
PCP listening to Terrorizer and Grief’.

“What initially was a one-off ‘let’ s 
write some noisy shit and see what happens 
thing’ eventually became probably, the most 
popular thing I’ ve ever been a part of.

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real name was Lulu. Chris’ whole intent was to throw people 
off from the get-go. And up until 1 said anything, it was a bunch 
of mythic tales of us being gangbangers and being in jail and 
killing people etc... kinda like the whole Brujeria/ Fear Factory 
thing. 

You’d been playing in mostly more metal orientated bands 
prior to Despise You correct? 

Yeah-1 started out in ‘89 with a trash band called Evildead, then 
1 co-founded a death metal band from L.A. called Rise. And 
during this band (around ‘94) we did a demo that happened to 
be played on Alamo Joe’s Flour Of The Goat radio show- that’s 
how 1 met up with Phil and Chris they both hosted that show on 
KXLU from the campus of Loyola Marymount college. 

What were the band’s initial influences? 

1 dunno- Drop Dead, Spazz, Assuck, Morbid Angel, Grief, 

Fudge Tunnel, Suicidal, etc.. 

You guys definitely seemed to have a really intense period of 
releases, then nothing. 

Well there were only about four different sessions that 1 took 
part in. I’m guessing he wanted to add validity to his “stories’ 
about band members being in jail etc. that’s why I think he 
waited a bit between releases... again, I’m guessing here. 

What became of the proposed covers LP and what songs 
were you going to cover? 

We recorded some Suicidal Tendencies, Circle Jerks, Possessed,

We started fucking around in Jerry’s garage 
guess Chris wanted to record some shit for 
putting out some 7 inches for his then new

Who was in Despise You and why did you use aliases? 

Jt was me on drums, Jerry Flores from Excruciating Terror on 
guitars, Fil from Crom/16 on guitar, Chris Elder (Pessimiser/ 
Alamo Joe) from KXLU’s Hour Of The Goat radio show/Pes- 
simiser ‘zine on vocals and Frank from Stapled Shut on bass. It 
was Chris’ idea to use pseudonyms. He basically used a buncha 
fictitious names and pics from a high school yearbook. Haha 

Are the band mad at you for revealing toeir identities? 
What was the deal with Leticia, the supposed bass player 
and occasional vocalist? And, if it’s not labouring a point 
too much, how come if there were six of you involved in 
DxYx why were there only four names listed? 

I guess Chris is a bit miffed that people are bothering him 
about DY now- and yeah It’s pretty much my fault, because 
1 have the proof on video and I shared those pics. I haven’t 
actually talked to him. But Jerry says he’s pissed-1 wouldn’t 
believe Jerry 

(though- he’s always bullshitting. Leticia ^as a fictitious 
name- and no she never played bass on th<fc sessions, I did. If 
she did, it was when I wasn’t there. For the record, the chick’s 
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Beowulf, and D.R.I. At least that’s what I 
did with them. They did use the drummer 
from E.T. for one recording session, not 
sure if that was actually released though. 

I’m guessing you’re not on the tracks 
on the Possessed To Skate comp, unless 
Chris wanted to call you Martin for 
one record. 

Yeah, that must’ve been Martin from Ex¬ 
cruciating Terror on drums...I’m curious 
to hear that. He’s a pretty good drummer 
if I remember right... 

Did Despise You ever play any shows? 

Nope NONE. As far as I know we were 
offered a Japanese tour but Chris turned 
it down (goddamn it!). 1 saw a flyer for a 
show, but I was never a part of any live 
shows, so probably not. 

So was the backyard show flier with 

Despise You and Excruciating Terror that 
people have seen a red herring? 

Haha, yeah I think so. I only saw that flier 
a few years ago when someone posted it 
on the Relapse board. But, like I said-1 
never played live with the guys and I 
don’t think they played with anyone else 
at the time. 

Why isn’t West Side Horizons a com¬ 
plete discography? 

I guess some of the covers were left 
off for obvious reasons, although I do 
remember Chris from 16 doing vocals on 
some original shit... there were a lot of 
“songs” that didn’t make the cut. I guess 
those are the tracks you might have heard 
about. 

Can you tell us about the shirts on 
West Side Horizons? Weren’t they e 
bayed? Were Despise You gang affili¬ 
ated? 

Those shirts were drawn up mostly by 
Chris and Phil and some of their friends. I 
know Jerry is wearing one of them on the 
back of the Westside Horizons CD-(look 
for his dreads), and so were Phil and 
Chris. I think Chris posed for the cover 
of the very first DY/Crom split 7”- you 
know the one with the dude holding a gun 
with his head in his lap, and the aborted 
baby in the corner. As for the whole gang 
affiliation- there was none that I knew 
about. It was all a sham! Fuckin’ a—now 


that I spilled the beans I’ll no doubt wake 
up to a horse-head in my bed...haha. 

Why did you break up? 

We never really broke up per se, it was 
always considered a side project because 
we all had our own respective bands... 

We did try to record again about a year 
ago, but that never happened for some 
reason. I know I’d be down to do some 
more recording, and I know Jerry would 
too. Maybe, maybe. It’s all up to Chris 
and Phil at this point. 

(I think I just came) Did any of you 
think your side project would become 
so lauded and important in the devel¬ 
opment of DIY hardcore? 

Truthfully no. I just figured it was 
something fun to do and when Chris said 
he would press 7”s I was stoked. Then 
he told me all the pressings sold out- he 
did 1000 at a time- it was insane. I still 
get people asking about DY all the time. 
Even the dude from Man Is The Bastard 
didn’t believe it was me on drums he said 
“Wait, there was never a Rob in Despise 
You...hahaha. It fucking figures that the 
one thing that I put the least amount of 
time into would become this huge under¬ 
ground phenomenon... 

Are you still in touch with any of the 
other members of DY? 

Just Jerry Flores basically. I haven’t talk¬ 
ed to Chris or Phil Vera in quite a while. 
As far as I know Phil is still playing in 16 
and Crom, and Chris is still working at 
Century Media records. Frank is suppos¬ 
edly a fugitive...(really). Lulu- the chick 
who did vocals, was going to Loyola 
college. 

What’s Rob Alaniz doing musically 
these days? Are you a total drum nerd? 
Tell us about one foot blasting... 

Musically I’m in two bands right now- 
Winterthrall (www.winterthrall.com), 
which is a straight-up brutal black metal 
band, and Noctuary (www.noctuary.net), 
which is basically an amalgamation of 
black metal and traditional metal- with 
male tenor vocals, pretty eclectic. I 
guess I can be a drum nerd... I’m pretty 
obsessed with it. I’ve been playing (self 
taught) for over 20 years now . 

Onefootblasting- well, basically- 
it stems from my not being able to do the 


“cheat-beat”- you know the 2 foot blast 
that everyone and their mom knows? I 
still can’t do that shit! I know drummers 
who have been playing for less than five 
months that can do that blast- maybe I’m 
just retarded, I dunno. It’s something that 
I continue to work on... 

I’m with you on the cheat beats issue, 
I’m no big fan of the four snares to one 
kick cheat beats either. Anyway, any 
last words? 

Uhm, nah. Just thanks for the interview - 
-hopefully we’ll get our shit together and 
DY will record again someday... we’ll 
see. Try not to hold your breath!

OK at #5 I'd gotta give props to 
Gilman, 924 Gilman, Gilman 
Street Project whatever you 
prefer to call it. I've volunteered 
there, seen too many great shows 
to list and have had the 
opportunity to play this rad 
space in various bands I've been 
part of over the years. Longest 
running, all ages, volunteer run 
venue in the country! Holy fuck!! 

At #4 I'd gotta say Roboto 
Project in Pittsburgh P4 yo! What 
a great space for shows! The P- 
burg kids go fucking ape-shit, 
with there "walls of death" and 
their "H/C pyramids". I've had 
goodtimes and many laughs 
everytime I've been there. 

Clocking in at #3 is the killer 
spot in Providernce RI called 
AS220. This is such a super rad 
spot run by super rad people!

1. Gilman Street Project 
Of course it's not perfect, you 
can't drink there, the sound is 
often terrible, the bathroom is 
often frightening, and it does 
often suffer from high-school 
type politics, but it is what it is: 
the longest running D.I.Y. 
volunteer collective in the 
United States that's allowed Bay 
Area punks to host bands from 
around the country and world. 
Nuff said. Check out the 924 
Gilman book if you want to read 


more. 

2. A mixture of the San 
Francisco clubs I used to sneak 
out to when I was a kid 
Places like The Farm, the On 
Broadway, the Mab, and even 
The Stone were all scary to go to 
(especially The Farm with its 
masses of skinheads), but I loved 
going because of the great music 
and the excitement of just being 
part of things. I wasn't able to 
go a lot when I was younger 
because my parents (who in 
looking back, were right) 
thought these places were too 
dangerous, so I’d have to pull the 
old, "I'm spending the night at 
so-and-so's house..." and then 
we'd sneak out to the show. The 
BART train was a ticket out of 
suburban hell and into 
excitement and aural 
stimulation. I always wore my 
bruises from these shows 
proudly. The "danger" element is 
something that I just don't see 
anymore at shows and I kind of 
miss it in a weird way. 

3. Burnt Ramen 

Fuck Great White! The friends I 
made there and the great bands 
that I've been lucky enough to 
witness there, especially all the 
kick ass local bands like 
STRUNG UP, BORN/DEAD, 
SCURVY DOGS, STFU, 

BRAINOIL, NIGEL 
PEPPERCOCK, DEADFALL, 
DYSTROPHY, FUNERAL SHOCK, 
FACES OF DEATH, CASE OF 
EMERGENCY, EXIT WOUND, 
BLOWN TO BITS with the 
occasional acoustic rendition of 
"Fist Fuck the Pope!" from John 
the Baker make this place really 
special. It's cool that I (and 
many others) got to see many of 
these bands when they were first 
starting out and developing their 
sound. There were times when it 
was kind of a weird atmosphere, 
like when I realized I was the 
only sober person in the room 
during Markus the Anarchist's 


birthday show, and my clothes 
always smelled horrendously 
gross afterwards, but it was a 
cool place and a cool little scene. 
Check out "The Ramen Days" 
DVD if you want to see more. I 
know that sounds like a 
shameless plug on my part since 
it's on Six Weeks, but seriously, 
Melissa did a great job and you 
should check it out. The MRR 
review was ridiculous, but really, 
what else is new? 

4. AS220 in Providence, RI 
This place is cool as fuck-all ages 
with a bar, good sound, plus 
Anne feeds you! I've only played 
here on tour, so I don't know 
what it's like from a local's 
perspective, but I always look 
forward to playing there. 

Everyone I've met at the club is 
really nice. 

5. Pittsburgh, PA 

I can't just list one venue 
because every time I've played in 
Pittsburgh, I've had a great time. 
Whether I was hanging out at the 
legendary bar, The Decade; 
playing the Beehive, a Ukranian 
Hall, or a basement with 
SUBMACHINE, the BAG GENES, 
and WORMHOLE; a sparsely 
attended bar show with ANTI 
FLAG; or getting knocked around 
by crazy dancers at Roboto 
Project while CRUCIAL UNIT 
and BEHIND ENEMY LINES 
were playing, Pittsburgh is the 
shit! I seriously love this city 
and all of the people (or "yinz" 
as they call it) I've met and 
continue to be in contact with 
over the years.

Doug Long 

Unless you count karaoke night 
at the bowling alley or the 
occasional Kenny Rogers cover 
band at Ruby Lynn's bar and 
biker battle parking lot, there 
aren't very many awesome 
venues in Brown County, Ohio. 
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The Jockey Club, one of the 
most legendary clubs in the 
entire Midwest, was just an hour 
down the road and across the 
river in Newport, Kentucky. 
Everybody from THE RAMONES 
to DISCHARGE to THE 
ACCUSED played there at one 
point or another during the 
eighties, but it went out of 
business by the time I was old 
enough to find a way down 
there. I started off trying to 
keep my choices semi-local 
since most out of town venues 
tend to seem great when you're 
just passing through, wasted 
and having a good time on 
tour... but I could only think of 
a few local places that were 
worth mentioning. Most of the 
really killer local gigs that I've 
seen have either been held at 
rental halls or in some dude's 
basement. This "Gimmie Five" 
was a hard one! 

1. The House of Hardcore in 
Charlestown, Indiana. Okay, so 
this first one has nothing to do 
with punk rock. Fuck the rules; 
my number one pick is a pro- 
wrestling venue. Outlaw 
independent promotion IWA Mid 
South used to run all kinds of 
killer shows from this old barn 
in Charlestown. In addition to a 
lot of regular wrestling events, I 
got to see several King of The 
Death Match tournaments here. 
Have you ever seen a "Bed of 
Nails & Caribbean Barbed Wire 
Spiderweb" match? Sick shit! 
Much like a DIY punk show, you 
never knew what was gonna go 
down at this place. I've seen 
guys set themselves on fire, do 
back flips out of the ceiling 
rafters and use a two-gallon 
pickle jar grabbed from the 
concession stand as a weapon. 
Attendance usually required 
ducking broken glass, dodging 
flying bodies and trying not to 
step in blood or thumbtacks. 
They had Sabu in a steel cage, 
"fans bring the weapons" 


matches, cheap nachos, beer, 
scantily clad porn stars as ring 
girls - everything you need for a 
night of good entertainment! 
Abdullah The Butcher versus 
Madman Pondo was definitely 
more hardcore than any punk 
band I've ever seen. 

2. The Gutter Center in Dayton, 
Ohio. Most of the shows 
happened on the third floor of 
an old warehouse in a desolate 
industrial area of Dayton. I 
think there may have been a few 
different locations that are all 
being blended together in my 
faltering memory, but the same 
group of people was always at 
the heart of the operation. I saw 
my first DIY hardcore show and 
my high school band played our 
first out of town gig here. 
DESTROY, 01 POLLOI, 
HELLNATION, NEUROSIS, 
CULTURE SHOCK, FILTH, 
PSYCHO, END POLITICAL 
AUTHORITY and 
CHUMBAWAMBA all graced the 
stage... which was hand built 
out of stolen lumber and empty 
beer cans. The gigs were set up 
by a group of drunken anarchist 
motherfuckers who never really 
smashed too many systems but 
were total experts at setting up 
killer hardcore shows. 

3. UAW Hall 105 in Wapakoneta, 
Ohio. Now here's a true 
midwestern style venue! A 
rented union hall located out in 
a cornfield in the literal middle 
of nowhere became one of the 
best places to see hardcore 
shows in Ohio during the late 
nineties. ASSUCK, 
DISASSOCIATE, CORRUPTED, 
NINE SHOCKS TERROR, 
GORDON SOLIE 
MOTHERFUCKERS, 
HELLNATION, ROTARY 
BEGINNERS, TOMORROW, 
VOORHEES, SKITSYSTEM and 
tons more graced the... well, 
there was no stage... just a small 
PA and the bands set their gear 


up in a corner of the room. Lots 
of friendly people came out for 
these gigs and the bands always 
got a place to sleep, a good meal 
and free booze. Heartland 
hospitality at it's best! 

4. The Fireside Bowl in Chicago, 
Illinois. This place was always a 
lot of fun. Witnessing NINE 
SHOCKS TERROR'S ceiling tile- 
destroying RUPTURE tribute 
and catching an ECAV pay per 
view in the bar after the 
CAPITALIST CASUALTIES & 
HELLNATION gig are my two 
fondest memories from this 
fucked up old bowling alley. 

5. Sudsy Malone's in Cincinnati, 
Ohio. After being just another 
boring indie rock toilet for many 
years, this bar + laundromat 
combo has gotten a hell of a lot 
better recently. It's the only 
consistent place to see metal 
and punk gigs in Cincinnati. I've 
seen MACABRE three times in 
the past few years! Where else 
can you see THE MURDER 
JUNKIES and do your laundry at 
the same time? I'm not sure why 
the hell you'd want to do that, 
but you can here. 


Jeb TooCrass 

It is worth noting that this 
Gimme Five topic sucks for 
those of us from small scenes. 
Over the years our favorite 
venues have been limited to 
whatever happened to be in 
existence, even if the place 
sucked. It has only been in 
recent years that SLC has had 
more than one or two places 
operating at the same time. 

#1- Gilman Street, Berkeley, CA. 
Punks in the bay area may take 
it for granted and sometimes 
their security is idiotic (I blame 
the punk for created an 
atmosphere that needs security, 
however) but for those of us 
who have repeatedly traveled 


hundreds of miles to go to shows 
there, it seems like a Mecca. 

#2- Speedway Cafe, Salt Lake 
City, UT. This was my favorite of 
the countless places that 
popped up and died over the 
years in SLC. Mostly because it 
was home to many of the best 
shows I ever saw during my 
college years in the late 80s. 
Other places of note would 
include The Word, Alice's, the 
Indian Center, etc. 

#3- Reptile Records, Provo UT. 
This store only ever hosted a 
tiny handful of shows during its 
short existence (again, in the 
late 80s) but they were some 
fine shows. Plus the 
environment was one of the best, 
ever (DIY, friendly, etc). The 
owners were better than the 
best ever (a young couple 
attending BYU, believe it or 
not). When I was in college, I 
used to drive three hours round 
trip just to hang out there. It 
gets bonus points for being 
targeted by a major local 
business as place that needed to 
be shut down before they would 
build an office tower in the 
downtown area. When it was 
sold and moved to a location in 
the neighboring town of Orem, 
it lost all its charm. The Orem 
location was NEVER really 
Reptile Records. 

#4- Two places in Logan, UT 
circa 1990-1992 that I can't even 
remember the name of. Both 
places sucked really, but they 
were all I had when I lived in 
Logan. I saw KNOWUN play a 
few times at both places. 
KNOWUN was great live and 
sucked on their one 7" but they 
were one of the few bands that 
made regular trips to Logan so 
they became a favorite simply 
out of gratitude that they came 
up the mountain. The best was 
the one and only time VICTIMS 
WILLING came to Logan. There 
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were maybe 10 people there so 
it was like I got a private show. 
Brad Barker is a frontman of 
legendary status (at least in my 
universe). 

#5- Lo-Fi Cafe. New place in 
SLC. There are actually lots of 
places in SLC now (at least 
compared to in the past, 
unfortunately most are 21+) but 
I've been to only about five of 
them. The Lo-Fi would be my 
favorite of those. It does mostly 
metal shows but it is very roomy, 
has great sound, isn't in a 
basement so my claustrophobia 
isn't triggered, is reasonably 
priced, and has pissed off tons 
of people for one reason or 
another. It's mostly on here so I 
don't feel like one of those 
whiny old farts who thinks it 
was always better "back in the 
day." 


Jeff Whiplash 

All of these places are on my list 
because of pure ambience and 
their distinct lack of following 
normal "punk club" rules. 

1) Burnt Ramen (Richmond 
CA, current) 

2) Hazmat (Oakland CA, 
current) 

3) Rut.hies Inn (Berkeley CA, 
no longer-late 80's, where the 
waitresses never carded and you 
could do lines of drugs on your 
table and noone would take a 
second look) 

4) 17th & Capp Warehouse (SF, 
no longer) 

5) The Slaughterhouse 
(Oakland, no longer) 

Jethro Wall 

1) Koo's Cafe (the old location) 
Santa Ana, CA 
Koo's cafe was just a classic 
place to see a show, I wish I had 
been in a band at the time and 
been able to play, I just liked 
the fact that it was a house and 
the space was super small and 


crowded and if you got there 
late, well you were fucked and 
had to watch from outside thru 
the "living room" window. I saw 
a shitload of great bands there, 
most memorable was the Jelly 
Roll Rock Heads/Exclaim/What 
Happens Next?/Lifes 

Halt.one of the best shows I 

have ever been too. 

2) The Smell Los Angeles, CA 

I don't really go to shows much 
these days, so I don't actually 
know if there are still shows at 
the Smell, appropriately named 
I imagine from the smell outside 
the club. In the heart of 
downtown LA, this place just 
screams PUNK ROCK!! I saw the 
likes of Lifes Halt, What 
Happens Next?, Lack of 
Interest, DS-13 etc etc, and this 
was where the last Lifes Halt 
show was....ahh the memories. 

3) Showcase Theatre Corona, 

CA 

Chain Reaction Anaheim, CA 
I have mixed feelings about 
these venue's, I have seen so 
many amazing shows at both, 
Code 13, Man is the Bastard, 
Capitalist Casualties, Blanks 77, 
Spazz, Aus-Rotten, Citizen fish, 
Subhumans, and Chain Reaction 
was where i saw Lifes Halt for 
the first time. I have seen so 
many good shows, and the 
venues are both set up really 
nicely, but they both have alot of 
overpriced shows, and alot of 
dick heads show up to the 

shows.so I am divided. But i 

gotta say that most of my 
experiences at both have been a 
ton of fun. so they get a positive 
mark for that at least. 

4) My Old Living room (aka 
someuglyhouse) Costa Mesa, CA 
Ok so this is not a "regular 
venue" but Craig's (Love 
Songs/WHN?) band Green Angel 
was coming down to play shows 
in LA and needed a place to 
play so they played my living 


room with Youth Riot, I think 
only 20 or so people showed up 
but fun was had by all and I 
even made a mini 
zine for the "event" This is on 
the list solely because it was a 
great goofy show and was the 
closest thing to a basement 
show I have been too in CA. 

5) Any basement show, 
Anywhere 

When I moved back to 
California from Pennsylvania, I 
realized very quickly that there 
is one major thing lacking in 
CA, it's basements. And so is 
the basement show. A couple 
years back i was living in Tulsa 
and got to experience a 
basement show, The Leveling 
and Scorned (I think, my 
memory is hazy in my old age) 
and a local band who's name I 
forget, and suddenly 1 felt all 
the glorious memories of 
basement shows flow back into 
me. Basement shows are by far 
the best shows hands down. I 
have seen so many great bands 
in that too close for comfort, 
sweat drenched, smells like 
piss, cigarette smoke, weed, 
stale beer, humidity thick in the 
air, there's nothing more punk 
than that. God I wish i had a 
basement. 


Katon De Pena 

I don't get to go to clubs as 
much as I used to in the early 
days... so the first four clubs 
have been burned down... or 
closed down for years. 

1. Fender's Ballroom - LONG 
BEACH, CALIF, was an 
incredible club to go to!! 
Everybody played there! It held 
about 1000 people and 
sometimes would get shut down 
because of the fire marshall. 
They would over sell this club 
all the time. There was no air 
conditioning! So it was like 
slam dancing in a sauna. Right 
when you walk through the door 


you could feel the heat. Some of 
the greatest shows I ever saw 
were there! You name it, they 
played there. The Ramones, 
Guns n Roses, Motorhead, 

Cheap Trick, Wendy O' Williams, 
Discharge, Bad Brains, Conflict, 
Excel, Cryptic Slaughter, .. .you 
could always count on seeing a 
great show with at least five 
bands. It was back when 
Golden Voice used to be a punk 
rock concert promoter. Back 
when they still paid their bands 
with weed. 

2. Bogarts - LONG BEACH, 
CALIF. Week nights and 
weekends... there were always 
great bands playing there. I've 
seen so many shows there I 
can't even count them. 

Reverend Horton Heat - when 
nobody knew w'ho the hell he 
was, John Spencer's Blues 
Explosion opening for the Jesus 
Lizard, I saw the Fastbacks 
there and the admission was $1. 
The Lunachicks, Primus - when 
they were on their own 
independent label, Good bands 
every night. 

3. The Melody Dance Center 
LONG BEACH, CALIF. They had 
it's share of kick ass shows as 
well. Christ on Parade, Detox, a 
lot of up and coming punk 
bands played there and the 
shows were cheap. 

4. The Olympic Auditorium LOS 
ANGELES, CALIF, was probably 
the biggest place that would 
hold punk shows. I saw one 
show there, the Subhumans, 

GBH, the Exploited, Raw Power, 

& COC... and a few other 
bands... all for $8. 

THOUSANDS of punk rockers 
everywhere. It was the only 
place that could handle that 
many kids at one time. 

5. The Whisky a Go Go 
HOLLYWOOD, CALIF. 

Everybody whos anybody has 
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played there. We used to go see 
Motley Crue there and every 
night that they played... it was 
sold out. The Ramones have 
played there. Sonic Youth, 
Metallica, Saxon, Girlschool (I 
saw Girlschool there on their 
first U.S. tour and they KICKED 
MY ASS!!),... there are many, 
many more... The Whiskey is 
the best club in Hollywood, it 
has a lot of history... and 
remains open today. 

ONE MORE PLACE THAT I 
HAVE TO MENTION... but it 
isn't a club it's the BIGGEST 
venue in Long Beach, CALIF.... 
THE MASSIVE • LONG BEACH 
ARENA... I've seen the 
GREATEST SHOWS THERE!! 

I've seen Slayer, Iron Maiden, 
Metallica... seat cushions flying 
through the air, Judas Priest, 
Black Sabbath, Cheap Trick, 
Ozzy Osbourne... when he did 
his first U.S. tour as a solo 
artist ... back then the name of 
his new group was the Blizzard 
of Ozz. They headlined with 
Motorhead opening for them... 
original line up with Filthy Phil, 
Fast Eddie, and Lemmy. Ozzy 
had Randy Rhodes as his NEW 
guitarist. What a SHREDDER!! 
That was one incredible show. 
The Long Beach Arena is a 
legendaiy venue! 


Ken Pollution 

1. TOP HAT Newport, KY 
I really miss this place. Was 
never all ages but that didn't 
stop anyone from getting in. 

Had unlimited free beer when 
your band played. If the bar saw 
your pitcher getting low they'd 
run another one up on stage. 
Saw tons of great gigs there, 
always a lot of gigs 
going on all the time. The 
jukebox had a good selection, 
they had a pool table, and best 
of all I can't remember the cops 
ever bothering any gigs other 
than showing up if there was a 
fight outside. It was funny when 
bands would get laid by one of 


the girls working there 
somehow their tour would 
always circle back for another 
Top Hat gig before heading 
back home. When A1 from 
Hellnation had enough hair on 
his head and was sporting a 
green mohawk all the guys 
leaving the strip clubs around 
the Top Hat loved to yell shit at 
him. I got to see THE HARD- 
ONS on their Dickcheese tour 
at the Top Hat. I played the 
guitarist in Ms. Pacman but 
couldn't understand a word he 
said so I never knew at the 
time what HARD-ONS 7" EPs I 
was missing. Hellnation played 
many 1:30 am work night gigs at 
the Top Hat to two people. One 
of those two people was the 
infamous Katy 
Odell who later ended up 
writing a column in MRR a long 
time ago. 

2. GUTTER CENTER Dayton, 
Ohio 

Tons of great gigs, lots of cool 
people. You could drink alcohol 
and there was no age limit. It 
was in the middle of a bunch of 
warehouses in Dayton and 
nothing was around. Back in 
the 80’s and early 90's Dayton 
was fucking happening. Gigs 
and lots of them, now I haven't 
heard of anything going on 
there in a long time. Last time 
Hellnation played in Dayton it 
was at an abandoned Gold 
Circle. Really strange how 
places go in such extreme 
cycles. 


3. JOCKEY CLUB Newport, KY 
If I was older this would have 
been easily number one. There 
is a memorial web site 

http://home.fuse.net/hohorecor 
ds/jockeyclub_history.htm 
(click on calendar) and you will 
shit when you look back at the 
bands playing in Newport every 
fucking week. Any band that 
was a big hardcore/punk/indie 
band played the Jockey Club. I 


remember the first time going 
there with my fake id (you had 
to be 18+ to get in) and I was 
definitely the youngest kid 
there it was very intimidating. 

At this time the scene was filled 
with right wing skinhead idiots. 
Had a few friends that had car 
windows knocked out/broken by 
the locals. My first gig there 
was Corrosion Of Conformity. 

Man I did 1 miss out on some 
classic gigs there. After I 
started Sound Pollution some 
dude named Ken in Newport 
called me and we hooked up to 
trade some records and his 
claim to fame was stealing the 
Ramones door money from their 
gig at the Jockey Club- so he 
said. Around this same time I 
had started Sound Pollution 
advertising in MRR and got a 
few letters from people looking 
for this other Ken as he seemed 
to owe some other people 
records as well. I 
haven't seen or heard from that 
flake in probably 13+ years. 

4. UAW Hall Lima Ohio. 

Had everything on my checklist 
for a great place, all ages + 
alcohol + cops never show up. 
The UAW Hall was out in a corn 
field next to nothing. Most of 
the gigs were set up by Jim 
currently in Brody's Militia and 
Christy. The turn out was 
usually good but I 
remember seeing Tomorrow and 
Rotary Beginners from Japan 
play a kick ass gig there in front 
of 10 people. Lots of cool 
people, never remember any 
trouble. Kind of like Dayton in 
the fact that it was raging and 
then things kind of died out. I 
always wonder where did 
everyone go? Hope a place like 
that starts up again. 

5. Mr. Roboto/Gilman 
Since I don't live by either of 
these places it is tough to say 
much other than both seem to 
be run great and I always meet 


a lot of cool people at both 
places. I couldn't imagine living 
in a city with a consistent all 
ages place for gigs that actually 
pays touring bands 
enough to really help them out. 


Ken Sanderson 

1) The Metroplex, 

Atlanta Georgia, 1980's. One of 
the best set up I 
think ever for Live venue/ Punk 
dive, intimate enough for small 
shows but large enough to 
accommodate a crowd, the 'plex 
's second location remains one 
of my favorite venues ever. The 
much more Famous 688 Venue 
was the late '70's / Early '80's 
21+ Punk venue, where the 
Stranglers, 

Iggy Pop, heaps of famous and 
infamous New wave and punk 
bands had 

launched, but Metroplex was 
industrial strength Punk, all 
ages, a much 

more hardcore and later metal 
venue, built to withstand 
serious crowd 
damage. Straight out 
"suburbia" kind of punk chaos, 
violence and some good natured 
mayhem. It was a small 3.5 
High stage with a U shaped 
Balcony around it, and then a 
lower floor on level with the 
stage, The 

entrance had a snack bar and 
hang out area and later there 
was chicken 

wired off bar Over 21's could sit 
in and watch the bands behind 
the first floor with a beer. 

Almost every touring band in 
the early, mid and late 1980' ;s 
played here until the owner 
attempted an "Alternative" 
Democratic convention with 
MDC and Abbie Hoffman and 
all these big acts playing down 
the street from the Actual 1988 
Democrat 

National Convention at the 
Turner Center. No one could 
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get through 

the barricades to actually get to 
the show, and it sunk the club. 
It had all the hallmarks of a 
1980's club- drugged out 
promoters, offbeat booking (I 
saw Metal Blade recording 
artists AT WAR repeatedly open 
for incongrous hardcore shows, 
though the zenith was KING 
SUNNY ADE 1 

booked with WHITE ZOMBIE. 
That show was changed, but I 
did See " Bang on the Drum 
Era SCREAM open for WENDY 
"0 WILLIAMS (the "maggots" 
tour). Insane. Best shows there 
were packed to the Gils BAD 
BRAINS 

shows, the best Eras of 
BUTTHOLE SURFERS live 
insanity, ROLLINS BAND 
first tour with the ACCUSED 
opening, MOTORHEAD ill at 
ease with the close to the stage 
Slam Dancing, SEVEN 
SECONDS with VERBAL 
ASSUALT, PUSSY GALORE 
playing to about 25 
people...always worth the 2 
hours drive from 'bama and 
wished I lived closer based on 
flyers I've seen since ( Dag 
Nasty with Sean Brown, AOF, 
etc). Apparently they used to 
tape and try to sell the bands 
Board tapes, so Georgia Punks 
get 

a-hunting! The place was 
abandoned for years, became a 
burnt out shell, 
and is probably the site of 
Condos now...no wait online 
search....a parking lot!!! down 
the street from the CNN center. 

2) Purple Onion, San Francisco. 
Maybe it's the neighborhood 
filled with 

seedy strip clubs, bars and just 
the off kilter feel, out in North 
Beach..but in it's hey day going 
to the purple Onion had a real 
feeling 

of unpredictability to what 
would happen like the best of 
punk clubs. Owner Tom would 


shut the band off, shut the beer 
off, kick everyone out, go on 
stage and talk about stalking 
the Rolling Stones, All in the 
midst of Beer drenched garage 
punk rock chaos. Disorganized? 
Of course! 

Chaotic? Naturally! Poorly- 
Run? Well, it's not still there. 
But it was fun. This was the 
sight of the Famous comedy 
club (and now is one again) as 
immortalized by the Smother's 
Brothers Live album recorded 
there, and where Phillis Diller 
and other comedians got the 
start, but for one brief minute 
in the early 1990's, 
TEENGENERATE, RIP OFFS, 
THE MAKERS and other punk 
Rawk garage heavies stepped in 
for some of the most out of 
control shows I've ever been to. 
great fun. PHANTOM SURFERS 
"continental Breakfast" show 
there was one of the best 
concepts I've never seen 
repeated- an unbelievable 
spread of complentary 
Contiental breakfast with them 
playing at 11 Am Sunday 
Morning. Ridiculous. Very 
Fun. 

3) Tuxedo Junction, Ensley 
(Birmingham), ALabama. This 
is the famous Venue in the 
neighborhood commemorated 
by the ww2-era hit song song By 
jazz musician Erskine Hawkins, 
it's a state landmark, the 
center of the african American 
Jive community in the 1920's 
and 1930's, it's also where 
legend has it "railroad bill" was 
found dead in the 1960's, cut 
in half and his eyeballs on 
toothpicks in a martini glass 
with "acid's groovy, Kill the 
pigs" written on the wall in his 
blood. I guess punk 
venues don;t come like that 
anymore, your booking agent 
and publicist 

wouldn;t allow it. and punk 
isn't driven to the darkest 
comers of cities like it was in 


the 1980's. Ensley was/is a 
heavily african american 
neighborhood, the kind your 
parents didn't want to know 
you were going to and not 
always thrilled for a bunch of 
freaky looking 

white kids to come in and party. 
Lawless punks, drunk security 
guards, a huge rooms with 
sparkling walls, a wooden floor 
that flexed like a waterbed 
when FUGAZI played there to a 
huge crowd. A huge flight of 
stairs, bored punk kids swilling 
cheap milwaukees best sold at 
the illegal loading dock liquor 
store. Hot Alabama Sweltering 
summer heat and hoping that 
the Ice Cream truck is sitting 
outside after the show 
afteer Headless Marines set is 
over.... 

4) 924 gilman street. Yes, it's a 
Bam and too big for most 
shows held 

there. Yes, your membership 
card expired. Yes it still doesn't 
pay anything. Yes, you can often 
get an incurable 1 month cold if 
you go 

there in January. Yes, you can't 
drink there. Yes, it has a bunch 
of rules man. Yes, it's three 
legged in many a decision 
making and all the drama of a 
high school civic class at times. 
Yes, I too feel things start to 
crawl on me when I sit on the 
couches. Yes, the graphittti 
really started to suck when the 
taggers moved in and covered 
up the punk stuff with shitty 
logos. Yes, You city folk feel old 
going there. 

Yes, it totally depends on "who's 
doing sound". Yes, you can't 
stagedive. Yes, I get the point of 
the starving child next to 
McDonald's Logo, but I still 
think it's hokey ,bad art and 
shudder to think the title of the 
piece has to be something 
overblown like "the unhappiest 
meal"., then again, its better 
than the tags and far worse 


crimes have been committed in 
Art chool... Yes, sometimes the 
booking is off or totally blows it. 
Yes, the Store is always out of 
the drink you wanted and 
you're left drinking Kerns 
Guava nectar, which you 
wouldn;t do under any other 
circumstance short of death by 
dehydration. Yes, I fear the 
coffee having seen that pot sit 
for a week after the weekends 
shows..icck! Yes, it could be a 
lot more than it is. Yes, it 
doesn’t compared to the best of 
European Squat 
accomodations, but the day the 
thing closes is the day you'll 
realize what a great thing 924 
Gilman really is, weekend after 
weekend the anchor of the Bay 
Area punk scene and the west 
Coast in general. It's still my 
favorite place to see medium to 
Large scale shows, usually the 
best place to buy 
records in the bay area. It's 
predictability may hamper the 
fun of the club, something they 
worked hard in the early days 
to combat, but it's still one of 
the best.Be sure to check out 
the great anmd incredibly 
comprehensive book compiled 
by Brian Edge released by MRR 
on Gilman "the story so far". 

Bay Area runner up: Mission 
Records, I never 
Would've thought I missed the 
place as much as I do, mostly 
on those sunny days I would 
dread going down there and 
stepping over drunks to the 
stuffy 'n' dingy smoky backroom 
where bands often sounded 
somehow the best of any venue 
I've ever been to. 

5) Emo's, Austin Texas. There's 
a reason it's consistently voted 
"Best Live venue" in America, 
great place, great people, rare 
for a rock club of it's stature 
and prominence of the 
national booking circuit to 
treat bands as well as they do. 
Great sound, completely 
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reasonable drink prices, All ages 
shows, excellent venue for huge 
and small 

shows, this is how it should be 
done. 

Loser 

Well, I'm living in a small, boring 
town in the middle of nowhere in 
Germany, which means that here 
aren't any (good) venues for 
concerts. When I'm going to see 
several bands, I've to drive... 
Whatever, the following locations 
are worth mentioning: 

1. "AJZ" in Bielefeld / Germany: 
Even it’s about 100 kilometers 
(62 miles) away from my 
hometown, it’s the nearest place 
that I would call awesome. The 
area is kinda dirty (for my tastes) 
and the shows usually start really 
late (typically past midnight), but 
the beer is cheap and during the 
years I had the chance to see 
breathtaking bands like for 
example ATTITUDE, EMILS, 
NATIONS ON FIRE, CRUDE (two 
times! Yeah!!), GOOD CLEAN 
FUN, BURIAL plus a shitload of 
others that don't come to my 
mind right now. 

2. "Juz" in Mannheim / Germany: 
About 400 kilometers (nearly 250 
miles) to drive from here, but 
well-known for their now 
legendary festivals called 
"Dreschfeschd". I witnessed three 
out of the five "Dreschfeschds 11 
until now and troops I saw 
included KNIFE FIGHT, 
DEADSTOP, WHAT HAPPENS 
NEXT?, DESTROYER, CYNESS, 
CUT THE SHIT, THE RITES, 
R.A.M.B.O., LARM, HOLIER 
THAN THOU?, ANNIHILATION 
TIME, MY OWN LIES, TEAR IT 
UP as well as a whole slew of 
others. 

3. "Yellow Dog" Club in 
Pardubice / Czech Republic: 

In August '04 I had the 
opportunity to join the SANITYS 
DAWN and TOTAL MASS 


CONFUSION mini tour and the 
highlight was the "Play fast or 
don't" festival in Pardubice. The 
"Yellow Dog" club was as amazing 
as the fiesta itself: A huge spot 
with a gigantic stage where units 
like the aforementioned SANITYS 
DAWN and TOTAL MASS 
CONFUSION in addition to 
ELYSIUM, GRIDE, GEORGE 
BITCH JR., etc. tore everything 
into bits and pieces! I was totally 
blown away, so it's obligatory to 
mention this space. 

4. "CSA Dordoni" in Cremona / 
Italy: 

Nearly two years ago, Schintu The 
Wretched, the bass player of 
CRIPPLE BASTARDS, invited me 
and a friend to stay at his house 
in order to catch the CRIPPLE 
BASTARDS / FEAR OF GOD gig 
for good measure. The place in 
general isn't that overwhelming, 
but we had a lot of fun with the 
CRIPPLE BASTARDS guys ... 

5. "My Apartment" in Hoxter/ 
Germany: 

Okay, maybe this is not the best 
address for doing gigs, but I own 
a fair number of (live) records 
and when I crank up the volume 
to the friggin' max, sometimes it 
sounds like a concert - at least to 
my ignorant neighbors... My home 
is my castle! 

Max Ward 

I'm breaking ranks this 
issue....instead of giving 
five, I'm giving one. What's the 
best live venue in my 
opinion? Any venue that has 
attempted to get around the bar 
scene, rock clubs and even 
property rent to provide a space 
for low-cost, DIY hardcore punk. 
That can mean anything, from the 
bazillion basements I have 
played/ gone to in the past 
decades, to places like ABC 
NO RIO, GILMAN St to the 
multiple squats all through 
Europe, to the newly emerging 
rehearsal room shows in Japan, 


to the outside generator shows 
down at the cove, to anything. 
Venues like Gilman get the credit 
due to longevity, but even those 
houses that risked eviction to 
sneak a few shows should be 
considered. Its the collective 
effort of trying to get around 
themultiple methods the system 
(economic and political) that 
pressures vou/us to go legit: 
either through 

permits or just paying some scum 
landlord every month. 

So instead of going off of fuzzy 
memories of venues I 
went to in junior high school or 
whatnot, I want to 
say THANK YOU to everyone who 
has busted their ass, sweated, 
risked, fought, etc for the 
possibility of having a community 
space (live house, radical 
politics, support gathering, 
whatever). People like me 
had it easy, touring in bands, 
being fed by you, 
sleeping on your floors, being 
paid gasoline money and then 
leaving, when you did this week- 
in-week out. You did all the work 
and for some reason, the bands 
got 

all the credit. 


Robert Collins 

MISSION RECORDS (both 
locations) - San Francisco 
I've just simply never had more 
fun in any room. It always 
sounded great. 

It always smelled like shit (or, to 
be more precise, a combination of 
vomit, 

stale bongwater and shit). There 
were always dirtbags who refused 
to pay for 

shows and then tried to wreck 
them. The door handle was on 
the wrong side 

of the door, so you could watch 
wasted people get frustrated 
when they tried 

to leave. You could never see the 
band. The PA always sucked. 

And it was 


all great. Certainly a lot of the 
appeal is the pedigree of bands 
who passed through those doors 
(the list is too long, and would 
probably read like a mutual 
masturbation society anyhow, so 
I'll spare you), but mostly it was 
the heart of the place, which I 
imagine is reason why most 
venues will make their way onto 
most folks' lists. The perfect 
venue, run (well, sorta) 
by the perfect people, at the 
perfect time. 

THE LITTLE HOUSE - D'Iberville,. 
Mississippi 

An entire fucking family did the 
shows. In a trailer park. And 
when the neighbor repeatedly 
called the cops, the cops 
threatened to fine THE 
NEIGHBOR! Mom had french 
toast eating contests, and all 
touring bands were invited to 
compete, although sadly the 
contest grew too expensive before 
I 

got the chance to waste that dude 
from SCREW 32's picture from 
the record 

books. When the family's phone 
got shut off (due to an 
astronomical long 
distance bill from confirming 
shows), we were instructed to 
call grandma, who was NEARLY 
FUCKING DEAF, and explain to 
her that we were FUCKFACE, and 
could she please give us 
directions to the show? When the 
teenage son 

graduated high school, his little 
sister took over booking. 
Christmas Day, 

1996: spent the evening playing 
Monopoly with the whole family, . 
while the 

youngest kids slept in the living 
room, because they always gave 
up their 

bedroom for touring bands. 
During summer 1996, over 90 
bands passed through 
that trailer park outside of Biloxi 
(who the fuck even know that 
Biloxi had 
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suburbs?!?) in three onths. In 
1995, when the show we were 
playing was deemed to big for 
the trailer (the venue was 
indeed a spare trailer on their 
plot, and no the show was not 
too big on our account, it was 
some really shitty ska band), 
dad met us outside, and drove 
us to the hall where they moved 
the show. Are you getting the 
impresion that this place ruled? 
Well it fucking did. Any d.i.y. 
band who toured from '93-'97 
certainly heard the stories 
about this unique family in the 
South that would take you in 
like 

you were their own kin...and 
that hospitality is what I strive 
for as I get 

older. If anyone knows where 
they are now, tell 'em it was 
much appreciated. 

ABC NO RIO - New York City 
The first place I realized that- 
touring bands could actually get 
treated well even if they 
weren't hot shit popular. ABC- 
served as the breeding ground 
for an entire scene like few 
other venues ever did, or have 
since, and the community that- 
surrounded it then is still close 
knit now, which is 
a huge point in the historical 
favor of ABC. Of course ABC 
was loads more than just a live 
music venue, also a plus, but 
ABC also serves as a perfect 
example of what can happen if* 
people get too lax, and start, to 
take their shit for granted. 

Shaft a few bands, set up a 
touring season's worth of assy 
shows, and see how far your 
legend carries you...apparently 
it carries 

lots of NYC punks right into the 
arms of longstanding corporate 
rock institutions, and away 
from their own scene. It is 
potentially a very lame 
scenario, and I hope ABC can 
drag itself out from the shadow 


of what used to be an amazing 
place for punk and hardcore. 

924 GILMAN STREET - 
Berkeley 

I know the minuses can be as 
numerous as the plusses, but 
Gilman is fucking tops, man. 
Collectively (and, for the most 
part, effectively) run for nearly 
20 damn years...I suppose that's 
enough right there. As 
legendary a venue as there has 
ever been in the US d.i.y. scene.

Holland - the craziest place in 
The Hague. The concert-space 
is about the size of an average 
living room but has a balcony to 
get more space for 
viewers/listeners and a DJ. The 
venue is a squat and quite some 
shows happened there already. 
A lot of touring hardcore bands 


came by and played some 
tunes. There's also loads of 
garage and even noise shows. 

60 people is the max to be 
entering the place. Next to the 
concert-space there's a little 
self made DIY bar and a toilet. 
On the other side of the 
concert-space is a chill out 
room where mostly bad metal- 
videos and weird underground 
movies are projected on the 
wall. Imagine moshing going on 
in such a small room, people 
hanging on the balcony, cheap 
ass squatter-beer and a perfect 
and long night is gone once 
again.
